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A  PROGRESS  REPORT 


Progress  has  been  defined  by  a  cynic 
as  the  act  of  making  bigger  and  better 
circles  for  human  beings  to  run  around 
in,  swapping  old  troubles  for  new  ones, 
or  making  more  and  more  vehicles  to 
provide  people  with  more  leisure  for 
boredom  or  for  acting  foolishly. 

The  less  cynical,  or  rather  the  more 
interested,  aver  that  progress  is  a  real 
and  necessary  product  and  emanates 
from  education.  "Each  day  there  is  in- 
creased realization  that  the  role  of  edu- 
cation on  the  stage  of  modern  society 
is  more  and  more  the  central  one.  The 
American  people,  as  never  before,  are 
moving  steadily  towards  the  full  recog- 
nition that  the  quality  of  today's  and 
tomorrow's  educational  progress  repre- 
sents the  basis  for  hope  and  further 
progress." 

As  the  new  year  begins,  our  progress 
report  encourages  La  Salle  to  look  for- 
ward with  all  the  promise  of  opportunity 
opened  to  us  by  the  goodness  of  God. 
By  our  efforts  and  co-operation,  we  hope 
to  reach  up  and  touch  the  hand  of  His 
beneficence,  which  is  extending  down  to 
us  in  the  magnificent  new  facilities  and 
opportunities  made  available  to  La  Salle 
College. 

From  the  standpoint  of  physical  prop- 
erties, the  1958-59  fiscal  period  was  a 
most  significant  year  in  the  history  of 
La  Salle.  It  marked  the  launching  of  a 
modern  expansion  program  equal  in  area 
and  expenditure  to  three  times  the  total 
area  acquired  and  the  cost  expended  by 
the  College  during  the  ninety-six  years 
of  its  existence. 

The  need  for  the  physical  separation  of 
the  High  School  Department  and  the 
CoUeg?  has  been  met  and  supplied  by 
acquiring  a  tract  beyond  the  city  limits. 
The  over-all  cost  of  the  land  in  Spring- 
field, Montgomery  County,  and  the  con- 
struct-on of  the  new  La  Salle  College 
High  School  will  approximate  three  mil- 
lion dollars.  Having  participated  in  the 
sharp  anxiety  attending  the  National 
Steel  Strike,  we  can  now  assure  our- 
selves that  the  buildings  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  the  Fall  of  1960  or,  at 
the  latest,  in  the  Spring  of  1961. 

The  first  completed  step  in  the  major 
development  program,  and  a  genuine 
asset  in  the  growth  and  value  of  the 
College,  the  College  Union  Building, 
erected  at  a  cost  of  nearly  two  million 
dollars,  has  been  in  service  since  Sep- 
tember, providing  a  superb  setting  for 
the    cultural    events    sponsored    by    the 


College.  Our  guests,  whether  speakers, 
members  of  a  symphony  orchestra  or  a 
ballet,  or  other  performing  artists,  have 
been  delighted  with  the  enthusiastic  re- 
ception afforded  them  by  the  students. 
The  College  will  continue  to  encourage 
such  stimulating  presentations,  events 
which  can  contribute  so  mightily  to  the 
development  of  intellect  and  soul. 

The  second  step,  now  nearing  com- 
pletion and  promising  to  be  ready  for 
occupancy  before  the  end  of  this  aca- 
demic year,  probably  the  most  significant 
contribution  in  the  development  program. 
is  the  Science  Building.  This  graceful 
structure  of  white  marble,  slate,  and 
limestone,  constructed  on  the  highest 
elevation  of  the  Campus,  is  visible  evi- 
dence of  the  growth  and  progress  of  the 
College.  It  is  an  expression  of  determina- 
tion to  excel  in  things  scientific,  and  its 
public  approach  confirms  the  position  of 
La  Salle  College  in  the  Community.  In 
construction,  landscaping,  and  scientific 
equipment,  and  at  a  cost  of  two  million 
dollars,  the  Science  Building  will  become 
a  powerful  vehicle  for  the  scientific  prog- 
ress that  twentieth  century  America  en- 
visions in  its  race  with  the  atheistic 
Soviets. 

Compatible  with  the  development  pro- 
gram of  the  College,  it  has  become  neces- 
sary to  make  certain  major  alterations 
and  improvements  in  the  physical  as- 
pects of  the  Campus.  Leonard  Hall,  the 
former  Union  Building,  has  been  con- 
verted to  lecture  room  space  with  seven 
classrooms  and  four  offices.  To  provide 
heat  and  electrical  power  for  the  College 
Union,  the  Science  Building,  and  further 
buildings  on  the  drafting  boards,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  rebuild  both  the  heat- 
ing plant  and  the  electrical  power  facili- 
ties. Also,  several  other  auxiliary  enter- 
prises have  had  to  be  undertaken  as  a 
result  of  the  major  developmental 
changes,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report 
that  these  have  been  completed. 

In  view  of  what  those  who  pose  as 
wits  call  the  "Edifice  complex,"  the  fact 
that  the  quality  of  the  entering  classes 
during  the  past  three  years  has  shown 
a  steady  improvement  is,  in  a  sense, 
rather  remarkable.  In  the  light  of  this 
fact,  we  have  a  natural  inclination  to 
make  another  judgment.  It  is  to  evaluate 
progress  or  the  lack  of  it,  in  the  Col- 
lege, in  terms  of  the  quality  of  the  stu- 
dents. Few  would  quarrel  with  the  stand 
that  student  quality  is  most  important. 
In  an  institution  that  has  made  such 
rapid   growth   as  La   Salle,   it   might   be

tempting  to  lose  perspective  and  make 
an  out-of -context  judgment  on  the  prog- 
ress of  the  College. 

During  the  past  five  years,  enrollment 
at  La  Salle  has  grown  in  the  Day  from 
1250  to  2065,  an  increase  of  sixty-five 
percent.  The  Evening  Division's  progress 
has  been  even  more  remarkable.  During 
the  same  period,  from  1954-59,  enroll- 
ments in  40  comparable  colleges  in  the 
Eastern  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  and 
Delaware  areas  increased  by  forty-seven 
percent.  Clearly,  La  Salle  has  been  grow- 
ing far  more  rapidly  than  similar  in- 
stitutions in  the  area.  These  facts  are 
not  presented  to  encourage  braggadocio 
(of  which  complacency  is  born),  nor  to 
suggest  pretension  (which  betokens  arti- 
fice), but  to  indicate  that  during  a  period 
of  tremendously  rapid  change  and  physi- 
cal development  it  is  possible  for  the 
quality  of  matriculants  to   improve. 

With  intellectual  and  physical  growth, 
it  appears  that  an  increase  of  services 
and  activities  of  the  Student  Personnel 
Program  goes  hand  in  hand.  The  College 
is  supplying  financial  aid  to  more  than 
twenty  percent  of  the  students  in  the 
Day  Division.  In  addition.  La  Salle  has 
co-operated  with  the  Government  in  the 
National  Defense  Loan,  and  more  than 
sixty-four  thousand  dollars  have  been 
committed   to   our   students   for   1959-60. 

Under  the  oi-ganizational  efforts  of 
the  College  Union  Director  and  student 
committees,  a  new  life  has  been  born, 
and  only  those  who  have  participated  in 
this  effort  can  know  the  extensiveness  of 
the  achievements.  The  keenest  enthusi- 
asm has  welcomed  the  Golden  and  Silver 
Jubilee  dinners,  the   Harvest   Dance,  the

CLASS  OF  1948 


This  study  is  the  fourth  of  a  series. 
Three  previous  studies  considered  in 
turn  the  class  five  years  "out"  beginning 
with  the  class  of  1949.  Results  followed  a 
rather  similar  pattern.  For  that  reason 
the  study  of  the  class  of  1948  was  under- 
taken as  likely  to  be  ditTerent,  to  indicate 
that  in  a  period  of  ten  years  graduates 
are  more  "settled."  The  hypothesis  was 
entirely  justified.  Mailed  questionnaires 
were  returned  by  153  of  194  graduates 
located  before  tabulation  began.  Two- 
hundred  and  eight  men  were  graduated 
in  1948.  The  data  are  therefore  based  on 
replies  from  approximately  three  out  of 
four  of  the  graduates. 

Only  14%  of  the  graduates  were  non- 
veterans.  The  college  career  of  many  of 
the  veterans  was  interrupted;  nearly  half 
the  class  (46.1%)  had  enrolled  previous 
to  the  fall  of  1944.  Moreover,  35.2% 
enrolled  later  than  the  fall  of  1945.  which 
means  that  more  than  one-third  of  the 
men  spent  less  than  three  years  in  col- 
lege. Actually,  only  ten  respondents  en- 
rolled in  the  fall  of  1945,  the  norma!  time 
for  enrollment,  some  of  whom  were  non- 
veterans.  Those  who  returned  to  complete 
their  college  career  also  undertook  an 
accelerated  and  concentrated  program  of 
studies.  Needless  to  say,  the  usual  com- 
plement of  college  activities  had  to  be 
somewhat  curtailed  and  most  of  the  "rah 
rah"  features  were  missing.  The  latter 
were  not  lamented  by  the  veterans,  but 
a  few  of  the  extracurricular  affairs  had 
to  be  sacrificed. 

Occupaiional  Sfa-fus 
The  number  of  professional  men  in  the 
class  of  1948  is  high,  higher  than  in  the 
other  three  classes.  Eighteen  different 
professions  are  represented:  the  most 
numerous  being  teachers,  chemists, 
physicians,  and  accountants,  in  that 
order.  There  are  two  priests  and  an 
Episcopalian  clergyman  among  the  men 
of  1948.  The  executive-managerial  classi- 
fication has  been  attained  by  15%^  of 
the  men  and  sales  positions  are  held  by 
19%.  Less  than  5%  are  classified  as 
clerks;  skilled  labor  was  not  listed,  and 
only  2%  are  in  service  occupations.  These 
data  are  more  favorable  than  the  findings 
of  most  other  studies  of  Catholic  College 
grraduatcs,  and  the  three  previous  studies 
of  La  Salle  College  graduates. 

The  Family  Situation 
Nine  out  of  ten  of  the  members  of  the 
class  are  married.  This  figure  is  in  con- 
trast with   that  of   12%   which   was   the 
average     for     the     other    three     classes 


studied.  The  average  time  married 
(median)  is  8  years  and  8  months.  The 
model  family  had  three  children.  Over 
one-fourth  of  the  families  had  that 
number  of  children,  and  another  one- 
fifth  had  four.  Larger  families  were 
represented  as  follows:  five  children,  6%; 
six  children,  2.2%;  seven  children,  1.4%. 
In  the  largest  family  there  are  nine  chil- 
dren. The  family  size  is  4.72,  the  total 
number  of  children  in  134  families  is 
364.  Only  ten  families  were  childless,  in 
three  of  which  the  next  marriage  anni- 
versary was  the  first. 

Some  Characteristics  of  the  Wives 

The  graduate  of  '48  seems  to  have 
been  more  than  usually  fortunate  with 
respect  to  the  woman  who  consented  to 
be  his  helpmate  through  life.  Nine  out  of 
ten  wives  (89%)  are  homemakers,  ex- 
clusively. Only  ten  wives  were  gainfully 
employed,  although  five  others  worked 
part  time.  Of  the  ten  gainfully  employed 
wives,  five  have  no  children,  two  had 
one  child,  another  with  one  child  was 
expecting,  one  was  married  less  than  a 
year,  and  one  did  not  answer  the  ques- 
tion. Nine  of  these  wives  were  Catholic, 
one  a  convert  before  marriage. 

With  respect  to  religious  affiliation, 
82.2%  of  the  wives  were  born  Catholics 
and  eight  are  converts,  six  previous  to 
marriage  and  two  thereafter.  The  "mixed 
marriage"  figure,  then,  is  11.9%,  con- 
siderably below  the  usually  quoted  27%- 
for  the  Catholic  population  in  general. 

Three  out  of  five  of  the  wives  were 
high  school  graduates.  This  percentage 
(61.6%>)  is  a  little  higher  than  for  the 
other  classes  studied.  Nine  wives  had  the 
degree  R.N.,  twenty  the  baccalaureate, 
four  are  Masters  and  one  is  a  Doctor  of 
Osteopathy.  Thirteen  others  terminated 
their  college   studies  before   graduation. 

The  Religion  Program 
Previous  to  World  War  II  the  tradi- 
tional four  year  program  in  Religion  was 
required.  Post-war  reorganization  of  the 
curriculum  was  marked  by  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  Philosophy  requirements 
and  Religion  was  offered  only  on  the 
lower  division.  Restoration  of  the  four 
year  requirement  was  fulfilled  with  the 
class  of  '59.  It  seems  unusual  that  only 
13%  of  the  men  of  1948  replied  nega- 
tively to  the  question  whether  religion 
courses  should  be  given  every  year. 
Doubtful  about  this  question  were  16% 
of  the  graduates  while  67%  of  the  replies 
were  affirmative;  six  respondents  failed 
to  answer  the  question.  A  total  of  82.2% 


of  the  respondents  were  satisfied  with 
the  religion  courses  they  did  take,  11% 
were  dissatisfied,  while  nine  men  were 
not  sure  either  way.

Religion  courses,  theoretically  at  least, 
develop  consciousness  of  the  Christian 
duty  of  being  apostolic,  imposed  by  re- 
ception of  the  sacraments  of  Baptism 
and  Confirmation.  Moderators  of  reli- 
gious and  semi-religious  activities  (such 
as  N.F.C.C.S.)  complain  that  this  duty 
is  not  realized  by  a  large  number  of 
Catholic  College  students.  According  to 
many  members  of  the  class  of  '48 
(38.4%),  the  religion  courses  did  not 
motivate  toward  the  lay  apostolate. 
Another  26%  were  not  sure  if  they  did 
or  not.  One-third  of  the  respondents  felt 
that  the  religion  courses  had  helped  in 
this  respect;  this  could  be  due  to  a  par- 
ticular teacher  or  a  particular  student, 
yet  one  of  three  claimed  to  have  been  in- 
fluenced in  this  direction  by  a  religion 
course  or  courses. 

A  larger  percentage  (41.9%)  claimed 
to  be  apostolic  in  practice,  rather  than: 
1.  "practical"  Catholics,  2.  somewhat 
irregular,  or  3.  merely  nominal  Catholics. 
The  percentages  respectively  were  50.0, 
5.2,  and  2.9.  Evidently  religion  courses 
and  the  religion  program  were  not  the 
only  influences  prompting  graduates  to 
do  something  positive  to  "share  their 
blessings,"  to  fulfill  the  duty  imposed 
by  Baptism  and  Confirmation.  Other  as- 


pects  of  the  religion  program  were  con- 
sidered satisfactory  in  general.  However, 
one-fifth  (21.7'rc)  of  the  men  claimed 
that  religious  exercises  were  too  few. 

The  Academic  Program 
Not  since  this  class  graduated  has 
there  been  a  definite  predominance  of 
liberal  arts  majors.  Business  majors  con- 
stituted only  40.4rf  of  the  class  of  1948, 
yet  25.8<"c  of  the  respondents  chose  Ac- 
counting for  their  field  of  concentration. 
The  pre-professional  curricula  claimed 
22<~'c  of  the  majors  and  another  17.2<7r 
pursued  one  or  another  of  the  Sciences. 
The  vocational  emphasis  rather  than  in- 
terest in  "general  education"  is  apparent. 

These  practical-minded  men  praised 
some  features  of  the  instruction  they  re- 
ceived and  were  critical  of  others.  Only 
one-fifth  (21.9^c)  replied  that  the  courses 
were  too  theoretical,  while  83.5rr  said 
that  opportunity  for  discussion  was 
abundant.  Three-fourths  (75.6Tc)  replied 
that  the  Philosophy  courses  were  of 
practical  value  in  their  daily  life,  and 
98%  said  that  their  college  experience 
had  been  worth  the  time  and  effort.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  were  the  following 
low  percentages:  only  12.5%  received 
vocational  guidance.  44.3%  were  required 
to  read  extensively  in  their  major  field, 
48.3%  felt  that  attention  had  been  given 
to  their  interests  and  needs,  49.8%  were 
assisted  toward  better  study  habits  and 
53.6%  encouraged  to  participate  in  extra- 
curricular activities. 

Despite  that  last  figure,  members  of 
this  class  organized  the  S.A.C.  (Student 
Activities  Committee)  out  of  which 
came  approval  for  the  Student  Council 
which  dates  from  1948.  and  was  a  reality 
before  graduation  in  June  of  that  year. 
Moreover,  one-third  of  the  men  (30.5%) 
said  they  freouently  took  part  in  extra- 
curricular activities  in  addition  to  the 
41%  who  occasionally  participated. 
These  men  continued  the  college  news- 
paper, revived  debate,  revitalized  the 
Masque,  and  carried  on  the  traditions  of 
the  Harvest  Dance  and  the  Blue  and 
Gold  Ball.  Their  excellent  Yearbook  effec- 
tively presents  this  account.  Under  the 
circumstances  this  is  exceptional  per- 
formance. 

Considering  the  phenomenal  rise  in 
attendance  after  war,  the  overcrowding 
and  acceleration  of  the  academic  pro- 
gram, it  would  seem  that  these  men  got 
a  great  deal  from  the  experience.  In 
this  connection  it  may  be  recalled  that 
the  number  of  graduates  of  this  class 
who  are  now^  in  the  professions  (58.2%) 
is  higher  than  in  the  three  subsequent 
classes,  and  that  at  least  another  15% 
are    in    the    executive-managerial    class. 


Training  for  Leadership 
Implicit  in  activity  devoted  to  extra- 
curricular collegiate  affairs  is  the  lead- 
ership essential  to  organization  and 
execution  of  a  program.  Additional  evi- 
dence for  evaluation  of  the  training  in 
leadership  which  the  College  Program 
afforded  this  class  is  herewith  furnished. 

.Ability  to  undertake  and  proceed  with 
new  tasks  was  advanced  in  College  ac- 
cording to  32%  of  the  respondents. 
Another  317c  said  that  their  college 
training  helped  in  developing  these  skills 
after  graduation.  A  group  of  29%  felt 
that  they  came  to  College  with  these 
skills  already  developed.  The  question- 
naire allowed  for  only  one  of  these  re- 
plies. The  respondent  was  directed  to 
choose  the  reply  which  most  nearly  fitted 
the  situation  in  his  regard.  It  is,  of 
course,  a  compliment  to  the  College  Pro- 
gram when  a  high  total  results  from 
combining  the  percentage  for  the  "ad- 
vanced while  in  college"  choice  with  the 
percentage  for  the  choice  "developed  as 
an  effect  of  college  training." 

Only  18%  advanced  in  ability  to  super- 
vise others  in  College,  but  college  train- 
ing helped  half  of  the  men  (49.7%)  to 
develop  this  ability  later.  One-fifth  of 
the  graduates  (21.2%)  claimed  to  be  able 
to  do  this  before  coming  to  La  Salle. 
More  than  one  quarter  (28.5%)  of  the 
men  improved  their  public  speaking  in 
College,  while  38.47c  increased  their 
ability  later.  Only  87o  claimed  to  be  at 
ease  in  this  matter  before  entering 
College. 

Community  Living 
Married  life  and  ten  years  of  post- 
graduate experience  matures  the  college 
trained  man.  The  men  of  '48  give  evi- 
dence of  such  increase  in  the  practice  of 
the  social  graces.  A  more  intelligent 
evaluation  of  human  relationships  was 
advanced  in  college  for  56%  of  the  men 
and  for  another  30.4%  after  completing 
college.  Only  9.37b  claimed  to  possess  this 
quality  before  coming  to  College. 

Understanding  of  social,  political,  and 
economic  pr-oblems  was  increased  after 
graduation  for  about  one-thii-d  of  the 
men,  most  of  the  others  said  that  this 
understanding  was  greatly  advanced  in 
College.  Appreciation  of  family  life  was 
increased  in  the  post-college  period  for 
27.27c  of  the  respondents.  Nearly  one- 
half  (47%)  replied  that  this  attitude  was 
part  of  their  "equipment"  previous  to 
enrolling  at  La  Salle;  however,  the  re- 
maining one-fifth  (20.5%)  who  answered 
this  question  said  that  this  appreciation 
was  advanced  while  in  college. 


Although  these  men  are  presumably 
more  "settled,"  less  mobile,  than  those 
only  five  years  graduated,  they  are  little 
if  any  more  active  in  community  "forums, 
discussions  and  lectures."  Only  9%  par- 
ticipated in  such  pursuits  frequently  and 
25%  occasionally,  while  61'^  answered 
"never."  Why  this  is  so  might  be  studied. 

With  respect  to  a  feeling  of  responsi- 
bility to  the  Church,  56.3%  claimed  that 
they  entered  college  with  this  feeling 
well  advanced.  Less  than  107c  said  that 
it  was  developed  in  the  post-graduate 
period,  and  one-fourth  of  the  men 
(25.1%)  said  it  was  greatly  advanced 
in  college. 

Activity  in  parish  life  was  notably 
greater  than  was  the  case  with  the  men 
five  years  out.  One-fourth  (23.27c)  of  the 
men  of  '48  frequently  took  pait  in  parish 
activities,  another  40%  participated  occa- 
sionally, 5.3%  left  the  question  unan- 
swered, and  32%  said  they  never  took 
part  in  "extracurricular"  parish  life. 
Non-Catholics  constituted  8.57o  of  the 
respondents;   a  total  of  13. 

Attitudes  Toward  their  Alma  Mater 
Nearly  one  out  of  three  of  the  men 
of  '48  (31.1%)  admitted  that  a  feeling 
of  responsibility  to  La  Salle  developed 
only  after  they  had  graduated.  Another 
one  fourth  (24.67c)  said  that  it  was  still 
dormant,  often  accompanied  by  a  state- 
ment of  regret  or  a  promise  to  "do 
better."  Nearly  all  the  others  who  an- 
swered the  question  (38.47c)  said  that 
loyalty  to  La  Salle  was  greatly  advanced 
during  their  college  days. 

These  statistics  may  not  be  too  im- 
pressive, but  the  picture  improves  when 
consideration  is  given  to  the  data  on 
whether  they  would  "do  it  over  again." 
A  total  of  84.77c  would  return  to  La 
Salle,  although  one  out  of  five  of  these 
would  change  their  major. 

What  can  be  said,  then,  in  summary, 
concerning  the  class  of  1948?  Does  not 
the  foregoing  account  portray  a  dynamic, 
serious,  and  aggressive  group  of  men  of 
whom  any  College  can  be  proud  ?  Cer- 
tainly they  were  different;  but  the  kind 
of  difference  this  class  displayed  was  in 
the  main  indicative  of  initiative  and  in- 
telligence, even  of  nobility.  They  were 
far  from  perfect.  There  were  deficiencies 
both  in  the  program  they  followed  and 
in  the  way  it  was  presented,  but  these 
G.I.'s  made  the  most  of  their  opportuni- 
ties and  few  of  them  regret  that  they 
chose  La  Salle  College  for  their  college 
education.

GOVERNOR  LAWRENCE  AND 
BROTHER  DANIEL  HOSTS  AT 
CENTENARY  FUND  DINNER 

Governor  David  L.  Lawrence  and 
Brother  Daniel  Bernian,  F.S.C.,  were 
hosts  to  a  large  gathering  of  prominent 
citizens  of  this  area  at  a  i-eception  and 
dinner  in  the  Ballroom  of  the  College 
Union  Building,  La  Salle  College,  on 
Thursday,  December  17,  1959. 

Over  two  hundred  persons,  many  from 
the  fields  of  religion,  education,  law, 
medicine,  dentistry,  government,  labor 
and  industry,  were  present. 

The  purpose  of  the  Dinner  was  to 
form  a  Committee  for  the  expansion  and 
development  of  La  Salle.  This  Committee 
will  also  assist  in  the  preparation  for 
La  Salle's  Centennial  Celebration,  which 
will  take  place  in  May,  1963. 

At  the  Dinner,  Governor  Lawrence, 
General  Chairman  of  the  La  Salle  Cen- 
tenary Fund  Campaign,  and  Hubert  J. 
Horan,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
Broad  Street  Trust  Company,  and  Cam- 
paign Vice-Chairman,  announced  the 
names  of  those  gentlemen  who  have  ac- 
cepted the  Chairmanships  of  the  various 
Centenary  Fund  Sub-committees.

NAVY  MISSILE  CHIEF,  NOTED 

PSYCHIATRIST,   LA  SALLE  FORUM 

SPEAKERS 

Admiral  Thomas  F.  Connolly,  Assist- 
ant Chief  of  the  Navy's  Pacific  Missile 
Range,  and  Dr.  Francis  J.  Braceland, 
noted  psychiatrist  will  be  the  speakers 
in  upcoming  programs  under  the  auspices 
of  La  Salle  College's  new  Alumni 
Forum  Program  of  talks  by  leaders  in 
varied  fields  of  endeavor. 

Admiral  Connolly  will  speak  on  the 
topic,  "Outer  Space:  Let's  Be  Realistic," 
at  8:30  p.m.,  February  19,  and  Dr. 
Braceland's  address,  on  "Faith,  Reason, 
and  Modern  Psychiatry,"  is  scheduled  for 
the  evening  of  March  11,  both  in  the 
College  Union  Theatre. 

Open  to  the  public,  each  talk  is  free  of 
charge  and  is  followed  by  a  question  and 
answer  period  in  which  the  audience  is 
invited  to  take  part.  Refreshments  are 
served  after  each  program. 

A  native  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  who  now 
has  his  permanent  residence  in  Holland, 
Michigan,  Admiral  Connolly  attended 
U.C.L.A.  before  his  appointment  to  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Academy  in  1929.  After  being 
graduated  from  the  Naval  Academy, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  the  U.  S. 
Olympic  Team  in  1932,  he  was  assigned 
to  Flight  Training  at  Pensacola,  Fla., 
and  subsequently  won  his  naval  aviator's 
wings. 

After  advanced  studies  in  aeronautical 
engineering  at  Annapoli.»'  Postgraduate 
School,  and  at  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  Admiral  Connolly 
assumed  command  of  Patrol  Squadron 
13.  For  his  "hei-oic  and  extraordinary 
achievement  in  aerial  combat,"  while  at 
this  post  during  WW  II,  he  was  awarded 
the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  with  Gold 
Stars,  and  the  Air  Medal. 

After  the  war.  Admiral  Connolly  was 
named  Assistant  Director  of  Flight  Test 
at  the  Patuxent  Naval  Air  Station  and, 


in  1948,  was  assigned  to  direct  the  Test 
Pilot  Station,  where  he  qualified  as  a 
helicopter  pilot.  He  later  served  in  the 
Office  of  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations, 
and  commanded  the  carriers  USS  Cor- 
regklor  and  Hornet  until  he  reported,  in 
1958,  for  duty  in  the  Bureau  of  Aeronau- 
tics, where  he  now  holds  his  present 
position. 

Admiral  Connolly  is  perhaps  best 
known  to  students  of  aeronautical  science 
as  co-author  of  the  text,  Airplane 
Aerodynamics. 

Dr.  Braceland,  a  1926  alumnus  of  La 
Salle  College,  has  long  been  considered 
one  of  the  outstanding  men  in  the  field 
of  psychiatry.  He  is  now  psychiatrist-in- 
chief  of  the  renowned  private  mental 
hospital.  The  Institute  of  Living,  at 
Hartford,  Conn.  He  is  also  a  Knight  of 
St.  Gregory,  an  honor  bestowed  by  Pope 
Pius  XII,  and  is  president  of  the  Inter- 
national Catholic  Association  of  Psy- 
chologists and  and  Psychotherapists. 

After  being  graduated  at  the  top  of  his 
class  from  La  Salle,  Dr.  Braceland  re- 
ceived his  M.D.  degree  from  Jefferson 
Medical  College  in  1930.  Before  WW  II, 
he  was  named  a  Rockefeller  Fellow  in 
psychiatry,  and  was  later  named  dean  of 
Loyola  University's  Medical  School. 

After  naval  service  during  WW  II, 
when  with  the  rank  of  Captain  he  served 
as  special  assistant  to  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral of  the  Navy  and  as  head  of  the 
Bureau  of  Medicine,  Dr.  Braceland  be- 
came head  of  the  psychiatry  section  of 
the  famed  Mayo  Clinic  at  Rochester, 
Minn.,  and  professor  of  psychiatry  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota's  Graduate 
School  of  Medicine. 

He  assumed  his  present  post  at  The 
Institute  of  Living  in  1951,  and  four 
years  later  was  named  to  one  of  the 
highest  honors  of  his  profession,  the 
presidency  of  the  American  Psychiatric 
Association,  the  leading  professional  so- 


ciety for  physicians  of  the  U.  S.  and 
Canada  specializing  in  mental  and  emo- 
tional illness.  Dr.  Braceland  is  now  also 
:i  Clinical  Professor  of  Psychiatry  at 
Yale  University. 

In  addition  to  his  A.B.  degree  from 
La  Salle  College,  Dr.  Braceland  was 
awarded  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
iif  Science  by  his  alma  mater  in  1941,  and 
in  1955  he  was  the  recipient  of  La  Salle 
Alumni  Association's  Signum  Fidei 
Award.  He  was  honored  by  St.  Joseph's 
College  (Phila.)  in  1956,  when  he  re- 
ceived its  Clarence  E.  Shaffrey,  S.J., 
Award,  and  holds  other  honorary  degrees 
from  Canisius  College,  College  of  the 
Holy  Cioss,  Manhattan  College,  Catholic 
University,  Northwestern  University,  and 
Trinity  College. 

In  1958,  President  Eisenhower  ap- 
proved his  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Rear 
Admiral  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 

"Presidential  Prospects:  Sizing  Up  the 
Candidates  for  1960,"  will  be  the  topic 
for  the  fourth  and  final  lecture  in  this 
year's  Alumni  Forum  Program.  Although 
the  speaker  for  this  talk,  scheduled  for 
April  1,  is  as  yet  undetermined.  Dr. 
Joseph  F.  Flubacher,  Forum  Chairman, 
has  announced  that  news  analysts  James 
Reston,  of  the  New  York  Times,  and  Eric 
Sevareid,  CBS  News,  have  been  contacted 
as   the  possible  guest  speaker.

The  unselfish  and  professional  activi- 
ties of  the  Counseling  Center,  the  Office 
of  the  Chaplain  and  related  religious 
activities,  the  Health  Services,  and  the 
Housing  Program  continue,  marked  by 
new  staff  members,  added  activities,  new 
equipment,  and  greater  demands. 

The  newest  area  (sometimes  called

TWO  LA  SALLE  TEAMS  END  BEST 
SEASONS  IN  HISTORY 


SOCCER 

La  Salle's  soccer  team  ended  its  sea- 
son on  a  bright  note,  defeating  the  Uni- 
versity of  Delaware,  2-1,  to  insure  the 
most  successful  campaign  in  La  Salle 
soccer  history. 

Oddly  enough  the  Explorers,  who  fin- 
ished with  a  5-5-1  record,  were  shut  out 
in  every  one  of  their  losses.  Temple, 
Haverford,  West  Chester,  Drexel  and 
Ursinus  all  blanked  the  Explorers  this 
season. 

Aldo  Delpino  leading  scorer  on  the 
team  a  year  ago,  had  to  be  satisfied  with 
sharing  honors  with  two  other  team- 
mates in  1959.  Tom  Scanlon,  an  All- 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  choice,  and 
George  Bohnenberger  matched  Delpino's 
seasonal   total   of  four  goals. 

Gino  Marrella  and  Bob  Watson  both 
tallied  in  the  final  game  against  Dela- 
ware to  bring  their  scoring  total  for  the 
year  to  three  goals  apiece.  Marrella,  a 
senior,  climaxed  his  last  game  for  La 
Salle  with  a  booming  40  foot  kick  for  a 
score  against  the  Blue  Hens. 

Rounding  out  La  Salle's  scoring  for 
the  year  were  Tom  Lynch,  Cliff  Gillespie 
and  Jim  Pastore,  all  with  one  goal  each. 

La  Salle  probably  played  its  best  game 
of  the  season  against  powerful  Elizabeth- 
town,  tying  the  Up-Staters,  2-2,  with 
a  tremendous  I'ally  in  the  waning  min- 
utes of  an  overtime  period. 

Coach  Joe  Smith  will  be  losing  much 
of  the  talent  from  his  greatest  team,  but 
should  have  enough  material  returning  to 
form  a  good  nucleus  next  season. 

Gone  will  be  Co-captains  Fred  Mischler 
and  Sig  Siemienski,  and  Marrella.  How- 
ever, among  the  starters  back  for 
another  season  will  be:  Scanlon,  Pastore, 
Gillespie,  Watson,  Delpino,  Bohnen- 
berger, Lynch  and   goalie   Bill   McShain. 


CROSS  COUNTRY 

Winning  all  ti  of  their  dual  meets.  La 
Salle's  cross  country  squad  enjoyed  the 
first  undefeated  season  in  its  history. 

Probably  the  highlight  of  the  season 
was  the  23-34  win  against  St.  Joe's.  This 
victory  marked  the  first  win  in  11  dual 
meets  against  the  arch-rival  City-Liners. 

Senior  Pete  Walheim  who  was 
groomed  to  fill  graduated  ace  Earl  Jef- 
ferson's shoes  did  that  and  much  more, 
finishing  undefeated  for  the  season  in 
dual  meet  competition,  and  breaking  a 
host  of  records  in  the  process.  Walheim 
broke  Pete  Close's  (St.  John's)  LSC 
course  record  (24:07)  and  Jeff'erson's 
school  mark  (24:10)  with  a  snappy 
24:05  in  the  race  against  St.  Joseph's.  In 
the  Lafayette  meet,  Walheim  bettered 
his  own  mark  by  turning  in  a  23:50.5 
performance. 

Throughout  the  season,  other  fine 
eff'orts  were  turned  in  by  Jim  Sumner, 
Dick  Flint,  Pat  Walsh,  and  Tom  Lynaugh. 

In  the  IC4A  and  MAC  Championships, 
however,  Frank  Wetzler's  Explorers 
suff'ered  two  successive  disappointments. 
In  the  IC4A  meet,  held  in  New  York,  the 
Explorers  finished  17th  behind  victorious 
Michigan  State;  in  the  MAC  Champion- 
ship competition,  La  Salle  relinquished 
the  crown  they  had  just  won  the  year 
before.  St.  Joseph's  regained  the  title 
they  had  possessed  for  ten  years  prior 
to  the  '58  La  Salle  win. 

Hoopsters  Off  to  a 
Good  Start 

With  six  of  last  season's  top  seven 
men  returning  to  give  needed  experience, 
and  some  promising  sophomores  account- 
ing for  a  stronger  bench.  Coach  Dudey 
Moore's  Explorers  got  off  to  one  of  their 
best  starts  in  history  last  month,  winning 
their  first  six  games.

Much  of  the  credit  for  La  Salle's  early 
success  belongs  to  6-6  senior  center  Bob 
Alden,  undoubtedly  the  most  improved 
player  on  the  team.  Alden  has  been 
coming  fast  ever  since  the  Georgetown 
game  last  year,  when  he  scored  29  points. 

In  addition  to  handling  a  heavy  portion 
of  the  rebounding  chores,  the  former 
Hatboro  High  School  star  paced  La  Salle 
in  the  scoring  department  through  the 
first  six  games  with  a  20  point  per  game 
average. 

Others  who  have  played  key  roles  in 
La  Salle's  rosy  picture  include  Joe  Heyer, 
Ralph  Bantivoglio,  Hugh  Brolly  and  a 
pair  of  promising  sophomores,  George 
Friedrich  and  Bob  McAteer.  Friedrich 
was  an  All-American  at  Delhaas  High 
School  and  McAteer  is  a  transferee  from 
the  Naval   Academy. 

Herdelin,  one  of  the  key  figures  in 
scoring  and  rebounding,  was  suspended 
from  school  for  disciplinary  reasons  right 
before  the  Niagara  game.  Friedrich  was 
then  given  the  starting  nod  against  the 
Purple  Eagles  and  did  an  excellent  job, 
primarily  under  the  boards. 
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The  game  by  game  story: 

LA  SALLE  76  — MILLERSVILLE  60 

The  traditional  opener  with  Jlillersville 
at  the  Palestra  resulted  in,  "Very  spotty 
play  on  the  part  of  the  Explorers,"  ac- 
cording to  Coach  Moore. 

Millersville  undoubtedly  had  visions 
of  repeating  its  classic  upset  of  two  sea- 
sons ago,  but  La  Salle  spurted  early  and 
held  a  nine  point  lead  throughout  most 
of  the  game.  Alden  scored  11  points,  with 
Heyer  and  Brolly  contributing  10  apiece 
to  pace  the  Explorers.

Travelling  to  Lewisburg  for  their 
initial  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  game 
of  the  season,  the  Explorers  found  Buck- 
nell  considerably  weaker  than  a  year 
ago  when  the  Bisons  had  one  of  their 
finest  teams  in  the  school's  history. 

Alden,  scoring  24  points,  paced  a  sec- 
ond half  surge  which  carried  La  Salle 
from  a  40-36  halftime  lead  to  a  comfort- 
able 51-36  margin.  Heyer  also  finished  in 
double  figures,  notching  12   markers. 

LA  SALLE  86  — LEHIGH  54 
Once  again  Alden  was  a  key  man  for 
La  Salle,  connecting  for  24  points  al- 
though he  spent  the  last  11  minutes  on 
the  bench,  as  Moore  experimented  with 
sophomores  in  the  one-sided  game. 

MAC  victory  #2  was  actually  no  more 
than  a  workout  for  La  Salle  as  the  Ex- 
plorers overwhelmed  Lehigh  with  height 
and  experience. 

LA  SALLE  71  —MANHATTAN  58 

La  Salle  made  the  most  out  of  its  first 
Madison  Square  Garden  engagement  in 
two  years  by  blasting  what  many  ob- 
servers figured  to  be  one  of  the  strongest 
teams  in  the  East  this  season.  The  Ex- 
plorers broke  the  game  wide  open  early 
in  the  second  half  and  coasted  home. 


Manhattan's  All-Amei'ican  candidate 
Bob  Mealy  was  held  to  14  points  by 
La  Salle's  strong  defense  headed  by 
Hugh  Brolly.  What  made  the  victory 
even  more  impressive  for  the  Explorers 
was  the  fact  that  Alden  spent  much  of 
the  game  on  the  bench  after  being  tagged 
with  three  personal  fouls  in  the  first  four 
minutes    of  the   game. 

His  replacement,  Friedrich,  reacted 
quite  well  under  the  pressure  of  playing 
his  first  "Garden"  game  and  helped  con- 
sidei'ably  under  both  boards.

The  ancient  phrase,  "The  game  was 
much  closer  than  the  score  indicates," 
just  about  sums  up  La  Salle's  third  con- 
secutive MAC  conquest.  Lafayette  stayed 
in  contention  until  the  very  end,  as 
Leopard  ace  Charlie  Ross  posed  a  con- 
stant threat  with  some  prolific  point- 
making.  The  leading  scorer  in  the  con- 
ference last  season,  Ross  paced  the  losers 
with  21  points. 

In  fact,  only  a  tremendous  all-around 
effort  by  Alden  kept  the  Explorers  un- 
beaten. Alden  finished  with  27  points  as 
La  Salle  enjoyed  an  outstanding  shooting 
night,  connecting  on  48%  of  its  shots 
from  the  floor. 


Another  bright  note  in  La  Salle's  play 
was  the  fine  work  of  the  Explorer  back- 
court  combination,  Heyer  and  Banti- 
voglio. Heyer  picked  up  17  points,  while 
Bantivoglio  scored  16.

Powerful    rebounding   and   a    balanced 
scoring   attack    were    the   major   factors 
in  La  Salle's  sixth  straight  victory  over 
one  of  the  top  teams  in  the  East. 

Friedrich  (starting  his  first  game  in 
place  of  the  suspended  Herdelin)  and 
Alden  grabbed  38  rebounds  between 
them,  as  Niagara  sufl'ered  through  its 
worst  shooting  night  of  the  year.  La 
Salle  struck  early  and  held  a  28-17  half- 
time  lead.  The  Explorers  were  rarely 
pressed  the  rest  of  the  way. 

Bantivoglio  took  team  scoring  honors 
with  14  points.  Right  behind  him  were 
Heyer  (13),  Brolly  (12)  and  Alden  (10). 

La  Salle  resumed  action  against 
Canisius  at  the  Palestra  on  January  6th, 
after  a  two  week  Christmas  break.

Mr.  McGuigan  reminisced  about  his

He  remembered  that  he  had 
been  taught  by  the  Christian  Brothers 
at  St.  Michael's  from  1879  until  about 
1886.

THE  PRESIDENT'S  PAGE 


In  past  decades,  the  privilege  of  en- 
dowing- higher  education  was  reserved  to 
the  wealthy  few,  who  bestowed  their 
goods  according  to  their  philanthropic 
desire.  Today,  however,  financial  aid  to 
higher  education  has  been  given  an  ur- 
gency and  a  new  importance  by  all  who 
share  concern  for  the  future  of  our 
society.  Since  most  of  the  serious  friends 
of  education  contribute  to  its  development 
on  a  paycheck  to  paycheck  basis,  often 
there  is  little  long-range  planning  to 
their  giving.  We  hope  to  establish, 
through  the  La  Salle  Centenary  Fund,  the 
concept  of  planned  giving  by  alumni, 
business,  and  friends  of  La  Salle. 

We  are  well  aware  that  one,  two,  or 
three  letters  sent  annually  will  not  move 
our  La  Salle  constituencies  to  contribute 
at  the  level  necessary  for  the  Centenary 
Fund  effort.  Personal  responsibility  and 
contact  is  the  basis  necessary  for  success 
in  our  drive.  Our  office  correspondence, 
as  well  as  other  means  of  communication, 
will  serve  to  keep  La  Salle  and  the  La 
Salle  story  uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
our  people  and  friends  only  after  they 
have  heard  the  "La  Salle  Case"  from  one 
of  our  devoted  personal  representatives 
who,  himself,  is  not  only  convinced  of  the 
needs  of  La  Salle  but  is  also  inspired  to 
make  these  needs  known  to  others. 

If  each  individual  person  interested  in 
La  Salle  becomes  aware  of  the  specific 
group  to  which  he  belongs,  each  constit- 
uent group  within  the  La  Salle  family 
will  be  so  activated  and  organized  as  to 
merge  its  resources  and  representatives 
into  a  tremendous  unified  effort  during 
the  next  four  years. 

To  get  such  a  project  rolling  and  pro- 
ducing momentum  is  initially  the  effort 
of  the  Development  Office.  And  its  staff, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  McClos- 
key,  is  in  the  process  of  effecting  this 
thrust  by  planning  and  coordinating  the 
total  fund-raising  program  of  the  College. 
This  unified  effort  will  insure  against 
duplication  of  solicitation  and  will  in- 
crease the  potential  of  the  over-all 
pi-oject.  The  immediate  object  of  our 
Development  Office  is  to  organize  a  com- 
prehensive plan  of  development  based  on 
careful  analysis  of  the  whole  pattern  of 
fund-raising,  and  this  will  harmoniously 
unite  all  of  the  different  activities  in- 
volved in  the  Centenary  Fund  Program. 

The  College  is  not  waiting  passively 
and  naively  for  some  millionaire  to 
solve  her  problems.  We  are  doing  our 
part  by  working  close  to  a  carefully 
planned  budgetary  scheme,  by  construc- 
ting facilities  to  meet  present  and  future 
needs,  by  strengthening  our  faculty.  But 


such  endeavors  are  only  part  of  the  pic- 
ture. We  shall  need  aid  and  will  welcome 
it  wholeheartedly  from  industry  and  busi- 
ness, as  well  as  from  our  alumni,  stu- 
dents, and  friends,  as  a  means  of  execut- 
ing not  only  a  job  well  done  but  also  a 
superb  achievement.  La  Salle  desires 
enormously  to  be  one  of  those  "signifi- 
cant" colleges  of  the  1960's. 

If  you  really  believe  in  the  importance 
of  a  good  undergraduate  college,  you  will 
want  to  associate  yourself  with  one  of  the 
"Centenary"  groups  and  invest  in  La 
Salle  by  making  your  effort  and  your 
contribution  as  generous  as  your  cir- 
cumstances and  previous  commitments 
allow. 

The  La  Salle  Cenenary  Fund  is  a  capi- 
tal gifts  campaign  which  includes  all 
constituencies  of  La  Salle  College  and 
La  Salle  College  High  School.  The  drive

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FOUNDER'S  DAY  HONORARY 
DEGREE  RECIPIENTS 

Two  honorary  degrees  will  be  conferred 
at  the  annual  Founder's  Day  Exer- 
cises, which  will  this  year  be  held  on 
Monday,   May   16. 

This  year's  recipients  will  be  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Msgr.  Charles  B.  McGinley,  rector 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Child,  Phila., 
who  will  receive  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Laws  degree;  and  the  Rev.  Brother  Er- 
minus  Joseph,  F.S.C.,  Director  of  Nov- 
ices, Ammendale,  Md.,  who  will  receive 
the  honorary  degree,  Doctor  of  Peda- 
gogy. 

Mon.signor  McGinley  was  born  at  Al- 
lentown.  Pa.,  May  31,  1888.  He  attended 
the  Allentown  public  schools,  graduating 
from  Allentown  High  School  in  1904. 
After  having  held  a  clerical  position 
with  the  Lehigh  Valley  Transit  Co.  from 
the  time  of  his  graduation  until  August, 
1907,  he  entered  the  Seminary  of  St. 
Charles  Borromeo  at  Overbrook,  on  Sep- 
tember 7,  1907.  He  was  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood  in  the  Cathedral  of  Sts.  Peter 
and  Paul,  Philadelphia,  by  the  Most  Rev. 
Edmond  J.  Prendergast,  Archbishop  of 
Philadelphia,  on  May  22,  191.5. 

He  held  appointments  at  St.  Aloysius 
Church,  Pottstown;  Holy  Infancy,  Beth- 
lehem; Cathedral  of  St.  Peter  and  Paul 
and  St.  Francis  deSales,  Philadelphia. 
He  was  assigned  to  his  first  Rectorship 
of  St.  Ursula's  Church,  Bethlehem,  on 
December  15,  1926,  and  remained  there 
until  his  transfer  to  the  Rectorship  of 
Holy  Child  Church  on  June  1,  1931. 

Brother  Joseph  was  born  January  28, 
1904,  in  Bayonne,  New  Jersey,  the  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meloschik.  He  entered  the 
Junior  Novitiate  in  1916,  and  professed 
in  1929,  at  Ocean  City,  N.  J.  Brother 
made  his  Second  Novitiate  in  1931,  in 
Belgium. 

Brother  Joseph  taught  at  St.  John's 
College  High  School,  Washington,  D.  C, 
from  1922  to  1928.  He  was  then  trans- 
ferred to  La  Salle  College  High  School 
in  1928.  From  1932  to  1938,  Brother 
was  Sub-Director  of  St.  Francis  Voca- 
tional School;  in  1938,  he  became  Di- 
rector, St.  John's  College  High  School, 
and  in  1942  he  was  appointed  Master  of 
Novices. 

In  the  summer  of  1950,  Brother  Jos- 
eph was  the  director  of  a  50-day  retreat 
on  Beaver  Island,  Michigan.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Provincial  Council,  Dis- 
trict of  Baltimore.

Oristaglio,  recently  appointed  Director 
of  Sei-vices  for  the  Philadelphia  Associa- 
tion for  the  Blind,  began  his  work  in  re- 
habilitation of  the  blind  in  1934  when  an 
assistant  physical  education  instructor 
at  the  Overbrook  School  for  the  Blind. 
Leaving  this  post,  he  served  for  two 
years  at  the  National  Farm  School, 
Doylestown.  and,  during  ^'W  II,  he  was 
social  director  for  the  Philadelphia  Light- 
house for  the  Blind,  in  addition  holding 
two  defense  effort  jobs.  In  1951,  he  opened 
a  private  concession  stand  in  City  Hall 
courtyard.  Soon  thereafter,  however,  he 
transferred  this  business  to  Philadelphia 
Association  for  the  Blind,  and  became  a 
full-time  employee  of  the  Association  as 
an  employment  counselor. 

HONORARY  ALUMNUS  CELEBRATES 
60th  YEAR  AS  CHRISTIAN  BROTHER 

On  Sunday,  March  20,  1960,  Brother 
Azades  Gabriel,  F.S.C.,  Dean  of  De  La 
Salle  College,  Washington,  D.C.,  cele- 
brated his  sixtieth  year  as  a  Brother  of 
the  Christian  Schools. 

Brother  Gabriel  has  been  assigned  to 
De  La  Salle  College,  the  major  House  of 
Studies  for  the  New  York  and  Long  Is- 
land-New England  provinces,  since  it 
opened  in  1930.  During  this  period,  he 
has  taught  English,  History,  and  Latin. 
Previous  to  this  assignment,  Brother 
spent  seventeen  years  on  the  faculty  of 
the  Scholasticate  at  Poeantico  Hills,  New 
York. 

Born  James  Aloysius  Maher  in  1884, 
in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  Brother  Gabriel 
entered  tne  Junior  Novitiate  of  the 
Brothers  at  Amawalk,  New  York,  in 
1898.  Ho  received  the  religious  habit  on 
March   18,  1900,  and  began  his  year  of 


Novitiate.  He  completed  his  Novitiate  in 
1901  and  began  his  teaching  career  at 
St.  Patrick's  Institute,  Newburg,  New 
York,  in  the  same  year.  Other  early  as- 
signments included  Chicopce,  Mass.,  and 
Syracuse,  New  York.  In  190(5  he  was  as- 
signed to  the  Junior  Novitiate  at  Am- 
mendale,  Maryland,  and  in  1908  was 
transferied  to  the  Juniorate  at  Poean- 
tico Hills.  In  1913  he  was  assigned  to 
the  Scholasticate  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
where  he  has  remained.

Brother  Gabriel  received  his  B.A.  de- 
gree from  Manhattan  College,  his  M.A. 
degree  in  History  from  the  Catholic  Uni- 
versity of  America,  and  an  honorary  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Pedagogy  from  La 
Salle  College. 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  Jubilee 
celebration  was  a  Solemn  High  Mass 
sung  by  the  De  La  Salle  College  choir,  a 
reception  and  banquet.  Brother  Charles 
Henry,  F.S.C,  Provincial  of  the  Long 
Island-New  England  district,  was  the 
guest  speaker. 

JOURNALISM  AWARD  TO 
CRONKITE 

Walter  Cronkite,  eminent  CBS  news 
reporter  and  commentator,  received  the 
annual  award  of  La  Salle  College's 
weekly  student  newspaper,  the  Collegian, 
at  the  paper's  banquet  in  the  College 
Union  Lounge. 

Brother  Daniel  Bernian,  F.S.C,  presi- 
dent of  LaSalle  College,  presented  the 
Collegian  plaque  to  the  recipient  at  the 
dinner,  which  is  also  the  traditional  oc- 
casion for  the  introduction  of  the  new 
editorial  staff  for  the  next  academic  year. 


Cionkite,  who  has  won  acclaim  for  his 
work  as  narrator  of  the  "Twentieth  Cen- 
tury," "You  Are  There,"  and  "Air 
Power"  programs,  began  his  news  ca- 
reer with  a  part-time  job  with  the  Hous- 
ton Post.  Before  joining  the  CBS  staff 
in  1950,  he  acquired  experience  in  radio 
work  in  Kansas  City,  eleven  years  with 
the  United  Press,  and  duty  as  a  WW  II 
combat  correspondent.  During  the  war, 
he  reported  the  battle  of  the  North  At- 
lantic in  1942,  the  North  African  inva- 
sion, the  Normandy  assaults  in  1944, 
and  was  with  U.S.  forces  at  the  Battle 
of  the  Bulge. 

PSYCHIATRIST  DECRIES  NOTION 
RELIGION,  SCIENCE  ARE  OPPOSED 

"If  only  man  can  avoid  that  cataclys- 
mic act  of  insanity,  which  is  symbolized 
by  the  mushroom  cloud,  there  are  ad- 
vances before  us  that  we  can  scarcely 
dream  of  at  this  moment." 

Thus,  in  the  third  talk  in  a  series 
under  La  Salle  College's  Alumni  Forum 
Program,  Dr.  Francis  J.  Braceland  noted 
the  great  benefits  of  science,  used  intel- 
ligently, for  mankind.  Head  of  The  In- 
stitute of  Living,  world's  largest  private 
mental  hospital,  and  Clinical  Professor 
of  Psychiatry  at  Yale  University,  Dr. 
Braceland  spoke  on  "Faith,  Reason,  and 
Modern  Psychiatry,"  March  11,  in  La 
Salle's  College  Union  Theatre.

"As  a  relic  of  ancient  times,  there  still 
lurks  in  the  minds  of  some  people,  even 
those  who  should  know  better,  the  idea 
that  psychiatric  illnesses  have  moral  con- 
notations," Dr.  Braceland  said.  "The  opin- 
ion is  often  held  covertly  that  if  a 
patient  is  virtuous,  he  should  be  immune 
to  emotional  distress  and  mental  upset. 
This,  of  course,  does  not  hold  true.  That 
virtuous  people  may  fall  prey  to  mental 
illness  is  just  as  certain  as  is  the  fact 


that    mentally    healthy    people    may    not 
necessarily  be  virtuous." 

"Christianity,"  Dr.  Braceland  contin- 
ued, "certainly  never  held  forth  perfect 
happiness  on  earth  to  its  followers  and 
certainly,  also,  psychiatry  makes  no  such 
pretensions."  The  speaker  here  noted  that 
even  Sigmund  Freud,  the  founder  of 
psychoanalysis,  once  told  a  patient  who 
asked  whether  his  treatment  would  bring 
happiness,  that  he  could  remove  his 
symptoms,  but  he  would  "remain  with  his 
suffering,  which  is  the  common  lot  of 
humanity." 

"To  serve  man's  dignity,"  Dr.  Brace- 
land concluded,  "means  to  consider  each 
man's  individuality  thoroughly  and 
widely.  Conformism  is  not  synonymous 
with  normality.  In  fact,  it  can  sometimes 
prevent  people  from  acting  in  a  self- 
responsible  manner  .  .  .  We  always 
should  remember  this,  not  only  when  we 
are  faced  with  new  ideas,  but  also  when 
we  consider  the  problems  of  our  daily 
lives." 

CATHOLIC  COUNSELORS 
MEET  AT  LA  SALLE 

La  Salle  College  hosted  experts  in  stu- 
dent counseling  at  the  sixth  annual  meet- 
ing of  Catholic  counselors  in  the  Ameri- 
can Personnel  and  Guidance  Association, 
April  9  and  10,  on  the  Olney  Ave.  cam- 
pus. Principal  topic  for  the  counselors 
was,  "The  Need  for  Personnel  Work  and 
Counseling  in   Catholic   Education." 

Two  speakers  represented  La  Salle 
College,  Brother  Daniel  Bernian,  F.S.C., 
President,  who  delivered  the  welcoming 
address,  and  Brother  Gervald  Henry, 
F.S.C.,  Director  of  Vocations,  La  Salle 
College.  Thomas  N.  McCarthy,  Ph.D.. 
Director  of  La  Salle's  Counseling  Center 
and  Assistant  Professor  of  Psychology, 
was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Lo- 
cal Arrangements.  John  Veen,  Director 
of  the  La  Salle  College  Union,  was  a 
member   of   the   Committee   on   Exhibits. 

Principal  speakers  at  the  conclave 
were  the  Rev.  Charles  F.  Donovan,  S.J., 
Dean,  School  of  Education,  Boston  Col- 
lege, and  the  Rev.  William  J.  McMahon, 
Chairman,  National  Conference  of  Cath- 
olic Guidance  Councils.  Panel  discus- 
sions on  many  phases  of  Catholic  guid- 
ance work  were  al.'^o  held.

FROM  ANONYMOUS  DONOR 
An  anonymous  donor  from  the  Class 
of  1955  recently  conti-ibuted  the  first 
five  volumes  of  The  Peaceful  Use  of 
Atomic  Energy,  the  proceedings  of  the 
International  Conference  at  Geneva  in 
1955,  it  was  announced  by  Brother  Ed- 
mund Joseph,  F.S.C.,  Director  of  the 
La  Salle  College  Library. 

The  sixteen  volume  set,  which  con- 
tains all  of  the  papers  submitted  to  the 
Conference  (about  1,050  in  all)  and  all 
oral  discussion,  had  been  discussed  as 
a  possible  library  purchase,  but  was 
ruled  out  as  too  expensive.  Brother  Jos- 
eph said. 

Brother  Joseph  noted  that  the  un- 
known donor  had  written  the  following 
inscription  on  the  flyleaf  of  the  first 
volume : 

"To  the  Men  of  La  Salle: 
Use  these  books  wisely  my  friends 
For  the  lack  of  knowledge  generates 

fear ; 
Just  enough  knowledge  may  promote 

wisdom ; 
Too  much  knowledge  can  result  in  care- 
lessness." 

ALPHA  PHI  OMEGA  TO 
ADOPT  NEEDY  ORPHAN 
Six  years  ago,  a  group  of  students 
together  with  faculty  advisors  organized 
to  form  a  new  organization  on  the  La 
Salle  College  campus.  This  was  to  be, 
however,  a  different  kind  of  activity 
which  could  not  pi-operly  be  referred  to 
as  a  club  or  group.  This  would  be  a  fra-

As  stated  in  the  constitution,  the 
purpose  of  ALPHA  PHI  OMEGA  is  to 
assemble  college  men  in  the  fellowship 
of  the  Scout  Oath  and  Law,  to  develop 
friendship,  leadership,  and  honesty,  and 
to   promote  service  to  humanity.

Within  this  period  of  six  years,  the 
members  of  A. P.O.  have  worked  to  build 
an  envied  reputation  on  the  campus  of 
La  Salle.  Their  service  projects  to  the

The  chapter 
here  at  La  Salle  ( Lambda  Pi )  also  spon- 
sors an  orphanage  in  the  city,  for  which 
the  members  of  the  chapter  plan  parties, 
take  the  children  to  the  zoo  or  ball 
games,  and  do  whatever  possible  to  aid 
those  who  direct  the  orphanage. 
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Perhaps  the  biggest  project  of  A. P.O. 
each  year,  and  the  one  most  familiar  to 
the  students  at  La  Salle,  is  the  "Ugly 
Man  Contest";  this  event  is  held  each 
spring.  Each  organization  on  campus 
may  enter  one  member  in  the  contest. 
The  entry  receiving  the  most  votes  is  de- 
clared the  winner,  and  the  "Ugliest  Man 
on  Campus."  This  is,  in  reality,  a  popu- 
larity contest  and  the  man  who  wins  is 
generally  accepted  to  be  La  Salle's  most 
popular  personality.  To  vote  for  a  con- 
testant, one  must  contribute  one  cent  in 
the  name  of  one  of  the  contestants,  and 
the  person  who  receives  the  most  votes, 
has  the  most  money  contributed  in  his 
name,  is  the  winner.  The  proceeds  from 
the  contest  are  sent  to  some  charitable 
organization,  usually  in  the  city  of  Phil- 
adelphia. 

The  publicity  for  this  year's  contest 
will  not  stress  the  ordinary  "vote  for 
your  favorite  candidate  idea."  The  theme 
this  year  will  be  CONTRIBUTE  TO 
THE  ORPHAN  FUND,  HELP  A. P.O. 
ADOPT  A  NEEDY  ORPHAN  IN  THE

While  all  this  is  being  accomplished, 
we  must  continually  bear  in  mind  that 
La  Salle  was  founded  almost  a  hundred 
years  ago  by  a  handful  of  Christian 
Brothers  whose  greatest  satisfaction 
would  be,  were  they  still  living,  to  see 
that,  despite  its  many  hardships  over 
the  years  and  now  its  rapid  and  impres- 
sive growth,  La  Salle  still  adheres  to  St. 
John  Baptist  de  La  Salle's  venturesome 
philosophy  of  some  three  hundred  years 
ago — education  should  be  open  to  all 
those  it  can  help  or  who  can  benefit  from 
what  it  has  to  ofl'er. 
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BASKETBALL 

La  Salle's  basketball  team,  which  at 
times  appeared  headed  towards  one  of 
the  finest  seasons  in  years,  went  into  a 
slight  tailspin  down  the  stretch  and 
finished  with  a  16-6  record.  Taking  many 
factors  into  consideration,  however,  it 
was  still  a  successful  campaign  for 
Dudey  Moore's  charges. 

The  Explorers  didn't  suffer  their  first 
loss  of  the  season  until  Jan.  13  when  they 
were  upset  by  Syracuse  at  the  Palestra, 
91-84,  in  two  o%'ertimes.  La  Salle  bounced 
back  three  days  later  to  outlast  George- 
town, 80-79;  but  Western  Kentucky,  an 
eventual  NCAA  Tournament  entry, 
proved  too  tall  for  the  Explorers,  win- 
ning 76-70. 

At  any  rate.  La  Salle  seemed  assured 
of  a  post-season  tournament  bid  on  Feb. 
6  when  St.  Joseph's  was  upset,  80-73,  as 
the  Explorers  ran  their  season  record 
to  12-2  and  gained  undisputed  possession 
of  first  place  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  Con- 
ference. A  77-53  loss  to  a  then  lightly- 
regarded  Temple  quintet  two  weeks  later 
knocked  La  Salle  out  of  the  MAC  lead 
and  St.  Joseph's  was  subsequently  nomi- 
nated to  represent  the  conference  in  the 
NCAA   Tourney. 

"I  was  a  little  disappointed  at  the 
end,"  said  coach  Moore  as  he  was  sign- 
ing a  new  four  year  contract  after  the 
final  game  last  month.  "But  taking 
evei-ything  into  consideration  the  team 
did  a  good  job.  The  loss  of  (Bob) 
Herdelin  didn't  help  us  any,  especially 
in  scoring  and  under  the  offensive 
boards.  And  Ralph  (Bantivoglio)  wasn't 
up  to  his  normal  par  in  the  backcourt 
due  to  his  anemia  attack." 

The  highlight  of  the  season  was  La 
Salle's  stunning  victory  over  the  heavily- 
favored  Hawks  of  St.  Joseph's.  Bob 
Alden  was  the  big  gun  in  this  one,  scor- 
ing 25  points  and  grabbing  20  rebounds. 
Bob  McAteer,  a  transferee  from  the 
U.S.  Naval  Academy,  came  off  the  bench 
to  enjoy  his  best  game  of  the  season  with 
17  points. 

LaSalle  was  unable  to  match  its  peak 
form  after  the  St.  Joseph's  game.  Vic- 
tories over  Albright  and  Muhlenberg  fol- 
lowed, but  the  Explorers  were  then  up- 
set by  Penn  for  the  third  consecutive 
year.  Losses  to  Temple,  North  Carolina 
State  and  Villanova  ended  the  season 
with  an  Explorer  victory  over  Scranton 
sandwiched  in  between. 


La  Salle's  finale  against  Villanova, 
which  pushed  the  Explorers  into  a  fourth 
place  tie  with  Temple  in  Philadelphia's 
Big  Five,  marked  the  end  of  the  collegi- 
ate careers  for  Alden,  Bantivoglio,  Joey 
Heyer  and  Hugh  Brolly.  Alden  scored 
22  points  in  the  68-52  loss  to  the  Wild- 
cats to  dethrone  Heyer  as  the  team 
scoring  leader.  The  6-6  former  Hatboro 
High  great  finished  with  360  points  for  a 
16.4  per  game  average.  Heyer  tallied 
357  for  a   16.2  mark. 

All  four  graduating  seniors  will  be 
missed  immensely.  Alden  was  generally 
regarded  as  the  best  "big"  man  in  the 
Big  Five  this  season.  Besides  leading  the 
team  in  scoring,  the  blond  education 
major  set  a  blazing  pace  in  the  rebound- 
ing department  with  319  grabs,  an  aver- 
age of  almost  15  a  game.  His  nearest 
competitor  under  the  boards  was  George 
Friedrich,  a  sophomore  who  retrieved 
192  loose  basketballs. 

Bantivoglio  and  Heyer  teamed  up  to 
give  La  Salle  one  of  its  classiest  back- 
court  combinations  in  years.  The  former, 
an  ex-Camden  Catholic  High  School  star, 
was  regarded  as  a  classy  ball  handler 
and  floor  leader;  while  the  latter,  one 
time  Catholic  League  scoring  champion 
at  La  Salle  High,  always  had  the  fans 
on  the  edge  of  their  seats  with  his 
timely  and  prolific  jump  shots.  Heyer 
enjoyed  his  best  game  in  1958  when  he 
broke  a  host  of  Palestra  and  La  Salle 
records  with  35  points  against  Lehigh. 

Brolly,  one  of  the  finest  defensive 
players  in  the  East  the  last  two  years, 
had  tremendous  ability  to  come  up  with 
the  big  play,  either  scoring,  defensing 
or  rebounding,  when  it  was  needed  most. 
He  was  always  given  the  job  of  guarding 
the  opposition's  chief  scoring  threat.  And 
most  of  the  time  he  did  the  job  well. 
Brolly  is  another  product  of  Obie  O'- 
Brien at  LaSalle  High. 

Moore  has  some  experience  returning 
next  season  in  the  persons  of  McAteer, 
Friedrich  and  Joe  Carey.  Joining  this 
trio  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the  1960-61 
Explorers  will  be  one  of  the  finest  pros- 
pects in  La  Salle  history,  Bill  Raftery, 
who  broke  the  school  freshman  team 
scoring  record  this  season.  He  is  a  boy 
who  can  do  everything  well  and  much 
will  be  said  and  written  about  him  in 
the  next  three  years. 

Other  freshman  who  should  help  next 
season  include  Tony  .A.bbott,  Vince  Berry 


and  Curt  Fromal  among  others.  It  will 
be  a  young  team  for  sure  next  year — 
hut  also  a  talented  one. 

SWIMMING 

Athletically  speaking.  La  Salle's  swim- 
ming team  was  the  sui'prise  of  the  year 
on  campus,  as  the  days  of  1960  slowly 
started  to  float  into  history.  The  Ex- 
plorers, under  the  excellent  guidance  of 
Joe  Kirk,  won  11  of  12  dual  meets  this 
season  and  finished  a  strong  third  in 
the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  champ- 
ionships. 

Possibly  no  one  close  to  the  scene  was 
more  surprised  than  Kirk,  however.  Be- 
fore the  season  started  the  veteran  of 
20  tank  seasons  said  that  he  would  be 
happy  if  La  Salle  matched  last  year's  8- 
3  record.  Not  only  did  the  Explorers 
match  it,  but  they  were  comfortably 
ahead  when  they  finally  lost  to  Penn  in 
the  last  meet  of  the  campaign. 

The  best  victory  of  them  all  was  La 
Salle's  stunning  50-45  win  over  West 
Chester  on  Jan.  3  in  the  losers'  pool. 
Pete  Walheim  and  Bob  McKenna,  La 
Salle  senior  and  junior,  respectively, 
both  set  West  Chester  pool  records  in 
the  process.  Walheim,  just  about  the 
finest  all-around  athlete  in  the  school's 
history,  churned  to  a  2:24.9  finish  in  the 
200  butterfly  for  his  record,  while  Mc- 
Kenna's  2:37.1  in  the  200  yard  breast- 
stroke  was  good  for  a  new  standard, 
also. 

The  win  also  snapped  a  20-meet  West 
Chester  w'inning  streak.  Sweet  revenge 
for  the  Explorers  who  had  their  owti 
39-meet  victory  string,  extending  over 
four  seasons,  broken  by  the  Rams  on 
Feb.  5,  1958. 

Other  La  Salle  victories  this  season 
came  at  the  expense  of  Seton  Hall,  Laf- 
ayette, Temple  (coached  by  former  Ex- 
plorer All  American  Joe  Verdeur),  East 
Stroudsburg,  Drexel,  P.M.C.,  Villanova, 
Loyola  (Md.),  Franklin  and  Marshall, 
and  Bucknell. 

The  1960  Explorers  were  blessed  w^th 
a  well-balanced  assortment  of  youth 
and  experience  most  of  which  will  re- 
turn next  season.  Unfortunately,  such 
performers  as  Walheim,  John  Brolly  and 
Tom  Swartz  will  be  gone.  Returning, 
though,  will  be  McKenna,  Ted  Hennings, 
a  diver  deluxe;  Bob  Machusick,  twin 
brother  of  West  Chester  swimming  ace, 
Richard;  and  'Dolph  Birkenberger.  All 
are  juniors  this  year. 

Three  sophomores,  Neil  McDonnell, 
Herb  Treffieson  and  Tony  Mecklenburg, 
all  with  good  experience,  will  be  back  to 
join  some  outstanding  freshmen. 

In  short.  La  Salle's  swimming  future 
looks  bright. 
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SPRING  SPORTS 

La  Salle's  five  spring  sports  represent- 
atives, the  golf,  baseball,  track,  crew  and 
tennis  teams,  all  swung  into  action  early 
this  month.  Coach  Gene  McDonnell's 
baseballers  officially  opened  the  spring 
season  at  Temple  University  on  April  1. 
The  crew,  under  the  guidance  of  Tom 
(Bear)  Curran,  rowed  Fordham  in  New 
York  the  following  day  in  its  debut. 

McDonnell,  starting  his  second  season 
at  the  helm  of  the  baseballers,  suffered 
the  usual  graduation  toll  but  still  has  a 
talented  nucleus  to  attempt  an  improve- 
ment on  last  year's  9-7  record.  Pitchers 
Ed  O'Mara,  Connie  Newman,  and  Joe 
Laurinaitis  all  have  experience  and  will 
be  joined  by  Frank  Monahan,  out  with 
an  injury  last  year,  and  soph  John  Fitz- 
patrick,  who  is  sure  to  see  action. 

First  baseman  Joe  Tropea,  keystoner 
Ed  Rybacki  and  shortstop  Bob  Egizio 
head  the  list  of  returning  infield  talent. 
Chuck  Dees,  Ed  Gaucher,  Jack  McNa- 
mara  and  either  O'Mara  or  Newman 
(when  either  is  not  pitching)  will  be 
the  main  outfielders. 

Among  the  better  players  who  gradu- 
ated last  year  were  captain  Bill  Mullin, 
ace  pitcher,  infielders  Vince  Valecci  and 
Jack  Reardon,  and  catcher  Jim  Jenkins. 

The  crew,  which  will  make  its  almost 
annual  trip  to  Florida  after  early  season 
races  with  Fordham  and  American  Inter- 
national, is  experienced  and  should  be 
in  the  running  for  the  Dad  Vail  champ- 
ionship (symbolic  of  small  college  racing 
supremacy)  after  an  "off"  year  in  1959. 
Talented  vets  back  this  season  include 
Bob  Donovan,  Jerry  Hipp,  captain  Bob 
Suter,  Don  Kerper,  Bill  Keenan  and 
Craig   "Ace"    O'Brien,    among    others. 

The  rowers  left  for  Florida  around 
the  10th  of  April  and  raced  Tampa  Uni- 
versity two  days  later;  Florida  Southern, 
on  the  14th;  and  Rollins  on  April  16  be- 
fore returning  home. 

The  track  team  of  Frank  Wetzler 
faced  a  real  challenge  in  its  opener,  com- 
peting against  Penn  at  Franklin  Field 
on  April  9.  The  following  Friday  and 
Saturday  will  see  the  cindermen  in  Vir- 
ginia  for   the    annual    Quantico    Relays. 

Miler  Pete  Walheim,  Bob  and  Bill 
Taylor,  record-breaking  brothers,  in  the 
discus  and  shot  respectively,  Tom  Ly- 
naugh,  Jim  Sumner,  Charlie  DelRossi 
and  Dick  Flint  are  some  of  the  more 
talented   trackmen   this   season. 

The  cindermen  have  compiled  quite  a 
record  since  Wetzler  has  been  in  charge 
(1949),  winning  five  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  titles  and  finishing  second  in 
all  the  other  years.  Wetzler  has  produced 
seven  IC4A  individual  champions  and 
one  National  AAU  titlest.  Possibly  best 


of  all  for  La  Salle  rooters,  however,  is 
the  fact  that  the  Explorers  have  won 
eight  of  11  dual  meets  with  arch-rival 
St.  Joseph's  College. 

The  Golf  team,  of  Dr.  Robert  Court- 
ney, opened  its  13  match  schedule  at 
home  against  Albright  on  April  4.  Art 
Condon's  tennis  squad  got  rolling  on  the 
first  of  its  15-match  schedule  two  days 
later  at  Moravian.

JOSEPH  E.  MURRAY,  ESQ. 
CLASS  OF  1883 

Joseph  Edward  Murray,  Esq.,  '83,  was 
born  shortl.v  after  the  termination  of  the 
Civil  War,  on  March  19,  1867.  This  gave 
Mr.  Murray,  at  the  time  of  his  recent 
death,  the  distinction  of  being  the  "old- 
est" member  of  many  societies  and  or- 
ganizations. 

He  was  the  oldest  alumnus  of  La  Salle 
College  when  he  died  on  February  2, 
1960.  Though  not  a  particularly  active 
alumnus,  he  was  always  proud  of  his 
school.  During  the  late  19.50's,  when  both 
La  Salle  College  and  La  Salle  High 
School  were  enjoying  particularly  suc- 
cessful years  in  athletics,  despite  his  age 
and  the  boisterous  crowds,  he  would  ven- 
ture to  the  Palestra  or  Franklin  Field 
to  watch  their  teams  in  action. 

Most  contemporary  La  Salle  men 
speak  of  the  old  La  Salle  with  reference 
to  the  school  at  Broad  and  Stiles  Sts. 
Many  years  before  the  school  was 
moved  there,  Mr.  Murray  attended 
classes  at  the  school's  former  site  at 
Juniper  and  Filbert  Sts.  This  was  later 
the  home  of  the  Evening  Bulletin  and 
today  houses  the  Information  and  Con- 
vention Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. Mr.  Murray  graduated  from  the 
College  in  1883,  and  in  later  life  gave 
generously  to  any  expansion  program 
fostered  by  the  Christian  Brothers  at 
La  Salle. 

In  the  neighborhood  in  which  he  lived 
for  87  years — 147  W.  Susquehanna  Ave. 
— he  was  generally  referred  to  as  Law- 
yer Murray.  It  was  not  an  unusual 
sight,  years  after  the  automobile  became 
the  accepted  mode  of  transportation,  to 
see  Lawyer  Murray  leave  the  house, 
mount  his  bicycle  and  pedal  down  Broad 
Street  to  his  offices  at  the  Crozer  Bldg. 
on    Chestnut   Street. 

Mr.  Murray  was  a  bachelor  and  de- 
voted much  of  his  time  to  the  gi-oups 
with  which  he  became  affiliated.  The  Red 
Dragon  Canoe  Club  was  the  organiza- 
tion in  which  he  was  most  active.  Boat- 
ing, whether  sailing  or  canoeing,  was 
his  favorite  pastime  and  through  it  he 
became  familiar  with  just  about  every 
stream,  river  and  inlet  along  the  East 
Coast. 

He  was  very  fond  of  classical  music. 
The  violin  was  his  favorite  instrument, 
and  he  had  a  collection  of  more  than  a 
dozen.  While  he  played  primarily  for  his 
own  and  his  family's  enjoyment,  he  also 
played  in  a  Chamber  Quartet. 

In  1883,  Mr.  Murray  was  awarded  a 
medal  by  La  Salle  College  for  Gentle- 
manly Deportment.  Anyone  whoever 
came  in  contact  with  him  would  be  cer- 
tain to  award  him  the  same  honor  77 
years  later.

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FRIENDS   OF   LA  SALLE 


La  Salle  College  earnestly  solicits  the  interest  and 
support  of  friends  to  bring  to  a  complete  realization 
the  goals  of  the  development  program  which  will  en- 
able La  Salle  to  render  greater  service  to  the  youth 
of  our  nation  and,  particularly,  the  youth  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  There  are  a  number  of  reasons  why 
La  Salle  College  is  worthy  of  this  interest  and  sup- 
port from  Industry,  Corporations,  and  individuals. 
The  following  are  foremost  among  them : 

1.  Ninety  percent  of  the  student  body,  now  num- 
bering nearly  four  thousand,  are  from  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  and  its  environs.  La  Salle  Col- 
lege is  a  Philadelphia  college,  in  the  city,  and  of 
the  city.  A  recent  survey  of  the  alumni  reveals 
that  almost  all  of  the  graduates  of  the  College 
remain  in  this  metropolitan  area.

4.  Requiring  military  instruction  of  all  physically 
able  students  through  the  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Program,  La  Salle  is  sharing  fully  in 
the  national  effort  to  prepare  youth  to  assume 
its  rightful  responsibilities  in  our  democracy. 

5.  La  Salle  College  is  rendering  a  large  measure  of 
service  to  industry  and  business  by  providing, 
in  the  Evening  Division  program,  an  opportun- 
ity for  men  gainfully  employed  to  secure  a  col- 
lege education  and  in  this  way  to  prepare  them 
to  give  a  better  and  more  efficient  service  to 
their  employers. 

6.  By  giving  her  students  an  education  based  on 
sound  Christian  principles  which  respect  the 
dignity  of  the  human  person  and  human  society, 
La  Salle  College  is  making  a  real  and  substan- 
tial contribution  to  the  preservation  of  our 
cherished  American  birthright  of  freedom  in  a 
democracy.

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The  outstanding  chai-acteristic  of  our 
times  is  "change,"  and  man  must  be 
ready  to  face  its  consequences.  There- 
fore, it  is  imperative  that  we  re-examine 
the  role  and  function  of  education,  and 
particularly  the  role  and  function  of 
La  Salle  College,  in  this  ever-changing 
society.  If  influence  and  responsibility 
are  relatively  proportionate,  then  the 
avoidance  of  responsibility  must  lead  to 
gradual  erosion  of  influence.  To  the  ex- 
tent that  Catholic  education  and  La  Salle 
College — its  alumni  and  friends  in  par- 
ticular— do  not  accept  their  responsibili- 
ties as  they  arise,  other  groups  (the 
state  and  federal  governments  for  in- 
stance) may  well  likely  step  in  and 
assume  them.' 

To  face  these  problems  in  a  responsi- 
ble manner  and  solve  them,  we  hope  to 
follow  the  practice  in  good  management, 
namely,  to  remove  as  many  decisions  as 
possible  from  the  area  of  guess-work 
and  intuition  to  that  of  rational  calcula- 
tion. Under  normal  conditions  of  opera- 
tion, leadership  in  the  modern  organiza- 
tion consists  not  so  much  in  making  de- 
cisions personally  as  in  maintaining  the 
operational  effectiveness  of  the  decision- 
making systems  which  comprise  the 
management  of  the  organization. 

All  of  us  are  avi^are  that  this  trend  of 
management  conceals  a  danger  —  al- 
though it  is  safer  and  more  reliable,  it 
may  yield  only  a  high  level  of  mediocrity. 
We  cannot  shun,  especially  in  education, 
the  extraordinary  that  comes  from  inde- 
pendent, responsible  thought,  since  the 
present  times  will  demand  both  sys- 
tematic management  and  personal  imag- 
ination enspirited  by  a  cei-tain  dedication. 

As  we  hear  so  often,  the  great  problem 
of  the  moment  is  increase  in  student  en- 
rollment, with  its  problems  of  admis- 
sions, faculty  recruitment,  faculty  sal- 
aries, curricula  changes,  budgetary  ad- 
justments, physical  properties  accom- 
modations, and  administrative  organiza- 
tion, not  to  mention  the  problems  that 
are  to  rain  upon  us  in  the  future. 

Looking  ahead  to  these  and  allied 
problems,  as  well  as  to  our  One  Hun- 
dredth Anniversary,  we  have  made  plans 
to  study  many,  if  not  all,  aspects  of 
La  Salle's  functioning  faculty,  curricu- 
lum, enrollment,  finances,  physical  prop- 
erties, public  relations,  and  student  life, 
and  to  produce  logical  and  well 
thought-out  plans  for  a  concerted  efl'ort 
during  these  coming  years  to  bring  La 


Salle   to  a   position  of  greater  strength 
on  every  front. 

Thus  far,  our  building  program,  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  Doctor  Joseph 
Sprissler,  Vice-President  for  Business 
Affairs,  has  progressed  at  a  most  en- 
couraging pace.  With  the  completion  of 
the  High  School  on  the  property  in 
Springfield  Township,  we  shall  come  to 
the  close  of  an  era — the  High  School's 
physical  bonds  with  the  College  and 
those  of  the  spiritual  community  of  the 
Brothers  staffing  the  two  schools  will 
end.  Sentimental  reminders  of  ties  be- 
tween the  two  groups  will  last  in  the 
former  High  School,  which  will  become 
a  College  classroom  building.  Appropri- 
ate changes  are  being  made.  The  Science 
Building  is  ready  for  full  activity  in 
September  1960,  and  work  on  remodeling 
our  former  science  laboratories  into 
needed  classrooms  has  been  going  for- 
ward all  summer.  The  new  College 
Union  Building  has  already  proved  its 
necessity  and  its  worth.  Our  one  imme- 
diate need  is  another  residence  hall  to 
house  the  many  out-of-town  students  ap- 
plying to  La  Salle  for  admission,  and 
whom,  because  of  conditions,  we  must 
refuse.  It  is  our  plan  to  construct  as 
soon  as  possible  another  double  unit  for 
the  freshman  class. 

Along  with  this,  we  are  turning  our 
interest,  energy,  and  imagination  to- 
ward internal  academic  and  organiza- 
tional matters.  Few  will  deny  that  these 
are  more  difficult  and  complicated  prob- 
lems, and  take  longer  time  than  con- 
struction with  brick  and  mortar.  There 
is  a  greater  intensity  of  emotions  and 
vested  interests  found  in  these  affairs 
than  in  any  building  program. 

A  Committee  on  Academic  Develop- 
ment has  completed  its  first  year  of 
effort  under  the  chairmanship  of  Brother 
Fidelian  of  Mary,  the  newly  appointed 
Vice-President  for  Academic  Affairs.  Its 
first  commission  was  a  study  of  the 
"statutes"  of  the  College — those  various 
rules  and  procedures  for  its  functioning 
which  have  accumulated  since  its  incor- 
poration and  especially  during  the  period 
of  its  most  recent  growth.  The  Commit- 
tee has  functioned  intelligently  and  dili- 
gently, and  with  good  results.  In  this 
project  we  have  additional  evidence  of 
the  significant  advances  that  have  been 
made  and  continue  to  be  made  in  the 
administrative  organization  of  the 
College. 


A  special  Committee  on  Curriculum  is 
in  the  process  of  organization.  The  cur- 
riculum at  La  Salle  is  not  unlike  those 
curricula  adopted  by  other  Liberal  Arts 
institutions,  in  that  it  provides  for  a 
general  distribution  of  courses  in  the 
freshman  and  sophomore  years  and  con- 
centrates on  a  major  field  during  the 
junior  and  senior  years.  Religion  and 
Philosophy,  as  should  be  the  case  in  a 
Catholic  Liberal  Arts  College,  hold  a 
place  of  honor  in  the  overall  program. 
The  prescribed  work  of  the  first  two 
years,  embracing  English,  foreign  lan- 
guages, sciences,  social  sciences,  and 
math,  is  designed  first  to  broaden  the 
student's  general  education  in  those 
fields  of  thought  that  lay  the  foundation 
for  intelligent  action  as  a  man,  a  Cath- 
olic, and  a  citizen;  and  second,  to  intro- 
duce him  to  the  chief  field  of  knowledge 
so  that  he  may  be  able  to  make  an 
informed  and  intelligent  choice  of  his 
Major  study.  A  re-evaluation  of  all  of 
the  aspects  of  the  program  will  begin 
this  summer  under  the  direction  of 
Doctor  John  Penny,  the  newly  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Biology  Department. 

All  these  and  many  other  facets  of  the 
College  development  are  the  work  and 
responsibility  of  the  faculty  and  the  ad- 
ministration at  La  Salle.  Individually 
and  as  a  group,  they  must  answer  the 
following  question,  and  I  am  sure  they 
will:  "How  should  La  Salle  be  organ- 
ized to  meet  effectively  the  major 
changes  and  problems  in  the  years 
ahead,  the  nature  of  which  are  uncer- 
tain but  the  occurrence  of  which  are 
inevitable  ?" 

We  hope  the  support  of  our  alumni 
and  friends  in  this  venture  will  come  in 
a  very  definite  and  necessary  way.  The 
Centenary  Program,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  John  L.  McCloskey,  Vice-Presi- 
dent for  Public  Relations,  has  been  or- 
ganized over  the  past  year  on  a  very 
sound  basis.  Much  quiet  ground  work 
has  been  done,  and  our  closest  constitu- 
ency, the  Student  Body,  has  responded 
very  well.  In  September,  we  shall  begin 
a  spirited  approach  to  our  alumni  and 
friends.  Since  many  of  the  projects  we 
envision  will  depend  on  your  kind  of 
support,  we  leave  you  with  a  challenge. 
If  you  believe  in  the  advantages  of  a 
higher  education  at  La  Salle  and  the 
progress  of  your  alma  mater,  you  will 
invest  in  her  future  and  will  cooperate  as 
generously  as  your  circumstances  and 
loyalty  will  allow.  Your  financial  sup- 
port will  influence  others,  and  will  en- 
courage those  at  La  Salle  working  in 
still  another  way  to   "mark  an   era."

FOUR   HONORARY  DEGREES 
AT  COMMENCEMENT 

A  United  States  Senator,  two  business 
leaders,  and  a  Christian  Brother  of  over 
50  years  service,  received  honorary  de- 
grees at  La  Salle  College's  97th  com- 
mencement exercises,  June  9,  at  Conven- 
tion Hall,  where  541  seniors  were  grad- 
uated with  bachelor  degrees. 

Brother  Daniel  Bernian,  F.S.C.,  presi- 
dent of  the  college,  conferred  the  honor- 
ary degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  upon 
Senator  Philip  A.  Hart  (D-Mich.),  K. 
Cyrus  Melikian,  executive  vice  president, 
Rudd-Melikian,  Inc.,  and  Vincent  J. 
Moranz,  president,  Hawaiian  Savings  and 
Loan  Association.  Brother  Gerardian 
Joseph,  F.S.C.,  La  Salle  College  Reg- 
istrar, received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Pedagogy. 

The  Baccalaureate  Mass  was  held  in 
Immaculate  Conception  Church,  Ardleigh 
and  Price  Sts.,  Germantown.  The  Rev. 
Mark  Heath,  O.P.,  La  Salle  chaplain,  was 
the  celebrant  of  the  Solemn  High  Mass 
in  the  Dominican  rite.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Msgr. 
Patrick  A.  Collis,  Ph.D.,  pastor,  St.  Bene- 
dict's Church,  delivered  the  sermon. 

The    Most    Rev.    Joseph    Mary    Yuen, 


D.D.,  Bishop  of  Chumatien,  Honan.  China, 
was  Presiding  Officer  at  the  commence- 
ment, at  which  Senator  Hart  gave  the 
principal  address,  and  Thomas  J.  Con-i- 
gan,  44  Smoketree  Rd.,  Levittown,  was 
valedictorian. 

Senator  Hart,  a  1930  alumnus  of  West 
Catholic  High  School  and  an  alumnus  of 
Georgetown  University  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan  Law  School,  was  elected 
U.  S.  Senator  from  Michigan  in  1958. 
Before  and  after  service  in  the  Army 
during  WW  II,  he  had  his  own  law  prac- 
tice in  Detroit.  In  1949,  Senator  Hart  was 
named  Michigan  Corporation  and  Securi- 
ties Commissioner  and  two  years  later 
was  appointed  Director  of  Michigan's 
Office  of  Price  Stabilization. 

In  1953,  Senator  Hart  became  legal 
advisor  to  Governor  Williams,  a  post  he 
held  until  his  election  as  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor the  following  year.  He  was  re- 
elected to  the  latter  post  in  1956,  and 
served  in  that  capacity  until  his  Sena- 
torial victory  in  1958.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Senate's  Committees  on  The  Judici- 
ary, and  the  Agriculture,  and  Select  Com- 
mittees on  National  Water  Resources. 

Melikian  is  one  of  those  few  men  on 


the  American  business  scene  who  have 
been  instrumental  in  the  creation  of  an 
entirely  new  industry.  At  the  age  of  28, 
he  and  co-founder  Lloyd  K.  Rudd  in- 
vented the  coin-operated  coffee  dis- 
pensing machine  and  developed  "Kwik- 
Kafe,"  the  original  coffee  concentrate. 
Today,  about  35,000  such  machines  serve 
more  than  one  million  cups  of  coffee  daily 
throughout  the  world. 

Moranz,  a  La  Salle  College  alumnus  of 
the  Class  of  1920,  is  U.  S.  Commissioner 
of  Hawaii  and  serves  as  Consul  of 
Monaco  to  Hawaii  and  as  a  member  of 
the  Hawaiian  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion. He  was  graduated  from  Harvard 
Law  School  in  1927. 

Brother  Joseph,  who  last  October  cele- 
brated his  50th  anniversary  as  a  Brother 
of  the  Christian  Schools,  has  been  La 
Salle's  Registrar  since  1936. 

Fifty-nine  members  of  the  graduating 
class  received  commissions  in  the  U.  S. 
Army,  Navy  and  Maiine  Corps  at  swear- 
ing-in ceremonies  on  the  Convention  Hall 
stage  just  after  they  and  others  accepted 
their  bachelor  degrees.  Army  Major 
Charles  H.  Rice,  assistant  professor  of 
military  science  at  the  College,  swore  in 
the  57  new  Army  second  lieutenants, 
while  Navy  Commander  Lloyd  V.  Stern- 
berg swore  in  a  Navy  ensign.  Marine 
Corps  Captain  A.  W.  Ruete,  Jr.,  swore  in 
one  Marine  lieutenant. 

LA  SALLE  ELEVATES  TWO 
TO   PROFESSOR 

Brother  Daniel  Bernian,  F.S.C.,  has 
announced  the  promotion  of  two  faeultj' 
members  to  the  rank  of  full  professor. 

John  A.  Guischard,  Ph.D.,  was  ap- 
pointed professor  of  French,  and  John  S. 
Penny,  Ph.D.,  was  named  professor  of 
Biology. 

Dr.  Guischard,  who  earned  his  M.A. 
degree  from  Villanova  University  in  1942, 
joined  the  La  Salle  faculty  as  assistant 
professor  in  that  year.  He  received  the 
doctoral  degree  from  Laval  University  in 
1945,  and  the  following  year  was  pro- 
moted to  associate  professor.  He  had 
been  director  of  the  Phonetics  Studio  and 
Language  Laboratory,  and  has  been 
chairman  of  the  Department  of  Modem 
Languages  since  1954.  For  two  years  Dr. 
Guischard,  a  member  of  the  Class  of 
1938,  was  president  of  the  College's 
Alumni  Association. 

Dr.  Penny  received  both  his  M.A.  and 
Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  in  1947  conducted 
paleontological  research  in  Venezuela  for 
the  Esso  Petroleum  Corporation.

Enduring  Memorials  That  Serve  Mankind 


A  New  York  attorney  died  last  Febru- 
ary and  his  family,  striving  for  the  most 
fitting-  tribute  to  a  man  they  loved,  in- 
serted in  the  newspapers  this  notice:  "In 
lieu  of  flowers  a  contribution  to  the 
Columbia  College  Fund  is  suggested." 
Friends  responded  by  sending  115  contri- 
butions totaling  $2654  to  the  attorney's 
alma  mater,  to  help  deserving  youngster's 
through  college. 

The  attorney's  wife  later  observed, 
"We  felt  that  this  tribute  suggested  life 
and  growth  rather  than  death — a  build- 
ing toward  the  future.  My  husband  was 
interested  in  the  education  of  youth,  and 
this  carried  his  concern  on  beyond  his 
lifetime.'' 

There  is  a  suggestion  of  immortality 
here  and  a  feeling  of  warmth  and  light, 
rather  than  the  gloom  which  frequently 
surrounds  funeral  tributes.  Scholarships 
which  honor  the  memory  of  departed 
relatives  and  friends  bring  threefold 
benefits:  they  form  a  lasting  tribute  to 
those  who  have  passed  away;  they  give 
aid  to  our  straitened  colleges;  and  they 
extend  a  helping  hand  to  youth. 

Dr.  Henry  M.  Wriston,  president  emer- 
itus of  Brown  University,  relates,  "The 
wife  of  one  of  our  staff  who  died  in  1954 
requested  scholarship  contributions  'in 
lieu  of  flowers.'  She  thought  $1000  or  so 
might  be  forthcoming,  but  the  gifts 
totaled  more  than  $;58,000!" 

And  at  Colgate,  President  Everett  Case 
tells  of  the  family  of  a  businessman,  at 
whose  death  a  similar  request  was  made. 
Instead  of  flowers,  friends  contributed 
$4750  in  scholarships,  and  the  man's 
company  put  in  $25,000. 

But  gifts  need  not  be  large  to  be  effec- 
tive. At  Colgate  within  the  last  four 
years  41  friends  of  one  alumnus  contrib- 
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uted  $650— in  gifts  of  $5  to  $100;  85 
friends  of  another  alumnus  gave  $2610, 
78  friends  of  another  gave  $1950.  Colgate 
alumni  secretary  Carlton  Miller  points 
out  that  80  percent  of  the  donors  were 
not  alumni,  simply  individuals  who 
wished  to  honor  the  memory  of  a  friend. 
"People  respond  uniquely  to  this  form  of 
giving,"  Miller  says.  "There  would  be 
more  of  it  if  the  next-of-kin  would  have 
it  in  mind  when  preparing  obituary 
notices." 

The  alumni  association  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Berkeley  established 
a  specific  Memorial  Scholarship  Program 
in  1953.  "Most  contributions  have  been 
five  to  ten  dollars,"  states  alumni  field 
secretary  Clifford  Dochterman.  "But  in 
aggregate  they  provide  scholarships  for 
several  worthy  students  each  year." 

The  good  accomplished  by  such  giving 
goes  deeper  than  is  generally  realized. 
Many  people  assume  that  all  College 
scholarships  are  paid  for  by  outside  con- 
tributions. They're  not.  In  a  survey  made 
two  years  ago,  535  colleges  reported  that 
they  provided  an  annual  total  of  48  mil- 
lion dollars  in  aid  to  students.  Of  this,  27 
million,  well  over  half,  came  out  of  oper- 
ating funds  that  were  vitally  needed  for 
faculty  salaries,  new  buildings,  equip- 
ment. Thus  a  dollar  given  for  scholar- 
ships does  "double  work":  it  helps  to 
educate  a  deserving  youngster,  and  it 
frees  another  dollar  to  be  used  by  the 
college.  (Among  the  same  colleges,  329 
reported  operating  deficits  totaling  24 
million  dollars.  Many  of  these  colleges 
would  not  have  had  deficits  if  they  hadn't 
had  to  dig  down  for  scholarship  money.) 

Such  enlightened  giving  has  a  special 
timeliness  today,  for  never  before  have 
we  so  needed  educated  youth,  especially 
in  the  sciences.  At  present  only  half  the 


students  in  the  top  quarter  of  their  high- 
school  g-raduating  classes  go  on  to  college. 
Lack  of  money  cuts  short  many  a  promis- 
ing career.  Memorial  scholarships  might 
go  a  long  way  toward  correcting  this 
situation. 

The  notion  of  thus  honoring  the  dead 
through  living  deeds  gained  its  first  im- 
petus in  Sweden  in  the  1920's,  when  a 
"Flovvfer  Fund"  was  organized  in  Stock- 
holm to  build,  with  money  normally  used 
for  funeral  flowers,  low-cost  housing  for 
old  folks.  The  fund  has  built  eight  large 
apartment  houses  accommodating  1000 
aged  men  and  women.  A  ninth  building- 
is  being  planned.  The  idea  has  spread: 
there  are  now  some  200  flower  funds  in 
Sweden. 

The  idea  of  enduring  memorials  is 
spreading  rapidly  in  the  United  States. 
For  example,  almost  every  day  one  sees 
in  the  obituary  notices  in  metropolitan 
newspapers  requests  that,  in  lieu  of 
flowers,  contributions  be  made  to  a  speci- 
fied worthy  cause. 

Figures  indicate  that  the  nation's 
florists  need  not  suffer  a  significant  loss 
of  business  if  the  memorial-scholarship 
idea  takes  firm  root.  The  scholarship 
money  that  would  help  wipe  out  the  op- 
erating deficits  of  hundreds  of  our  col- 
leges is  less  than  four  percent  of  our 
annua!  expenditures  for  flowers.  And 
this  might  be  made  up  by  other,  more 
appi-opriate  purchases  of  flowers  for  the 
living,  who  can  see  and  appreciate  them. 

The  movement  toward  honoring  the 
dead  and  serving  the  living  through 
scholarships  nicely  combines  the  need  for 
sentiment  and  practicality.  For  these  are 
scholarships  for  remembrance,  in  which 
those  who  have  gone  before  assist  the 
perennial  blooming  of  youth.

TROPEA  TOP  POWER  HITTER 

Inf  Frank  Bilovsky,  '62 

Joe  Tropea.  La  Salle  College  baseball 
star,  led  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference 
in  three  hitting  departments,  according 
to  figures  released  by  the  Conference.  The 
6.2,  195  lb.  junior  took  top  honors  in  home 
runs,  7;  runs  batted  in,  23;  and  runs 
scored,  21.  He  also  batted  .429,  good 
enough  for  sixth  spot  in  the  M.A.C.,  and 
rapped  21  hits  to  finish  second.  Although 
no  figures  were  released  concerning  slug- 
ging percentages,  "Trop"  undoubtedly 
led  the  league  in  that  department  with  a 
fabulous  1.000  average. 

For  the  complete  year,  Tropea  showed 
a  .40.3  batting  mark,  with  7  homers,  25 
rbi's,  and  29  hits  to  lead  the  Explorers  in 
all  four  departments.  He  fielded  .952 
while  dividing  his  time  between  first  and 
third  base. 

Tropea,  who  lives  at  250  Main  Street, 
Swedesboro,  N.  J.,  was  a  thirteen  letter 
winner  during  his  high  school  days  at 
Swedesboro  High.  He  capped  his  career 
by  being  named  to  the  all-state  baseball, 
basketball,  and  football  teams.  He  entered 
La  Salle  on  a  basketball  scholarship,  but 
switched  his  athletic  concentration  to 
baseball  in  his  freshman  year. 

The  20-year-old  Industrial  Manage- 
ment major  played  all  infield  positions 
except  first  while  in  high  school.  Because 
of  his  size  and  maneuverability,  "Trop" 
was  moved  to  the  initial  sack  by  La 
Salle  Coach  Gene  McDonnell.  Since  then, 
with  the  exception  of  five  games  at  third 


this  past  season,  Joe  has  been  the 
Explorer  first  sacker.  He  lists  music  and 
sports  as  his  hobbies. 

BASEBALL 

Displaying  one  of  the  most  devastating- 
all-around  attacks  in  its  history,  La 
Salle's  baseball  team  rolled  to  a  13-4 
record  in  1960,  to  compile  the  College's 
best  mark  in  eight  years.  The  Explorers 
finished  only  two  games  off  the  pace  in 
the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference,  winning 
11  of  13  games. 

Coach  Gene  McDonnell  was  blessed 
with  a  well-balanced  squad  with  just 
about  everything  needed  for  a  winner — a 
talented  group  of  veterans  to  form  the 
nucleus;  an  adequate  group  of  under- 
classmen loaded  with  potential  to  solidify 
some  key  positions  for  the  next  few 
years;  speed;  a  fairly  strong  bench;  and, 
possibly  the  most  important  element, 
hustle. 

The  devastating  power  was  supplied, 
for  the  most  part,  by  husky  first  baseman 
Joe  Tropea;  handling  the  pitching  was  a 
trio  of  righthanders,  Ed  O'Mara,  Connie 
Newman  and  Joe  Laurinaitus.  Sopho- 
mores that  impressed  the  most  were 
catchers  Ralph  McNally  and  George 
Ward  and  outfielder  Ray  Snyder.  Tropea 
led  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  in 
three  departments. 

Ironically  enough,  the  20-year-old 
junior  from  Swedesboro  (N.J.)  went 
hitless  in  his  first  three  games  of  the 
season,  two  of  which  the  Explorers  lost. 
It  was  not  until  April  11,  against  Rutgers 


(S.J.)  in  Camden,  that  Tropea  connected 
for  his  initial  base  hit  in  his  11th  time  at 
the  plate. 

He  finished  the  afternoon  with  two  hits 
as  the  Explorers  rolled  to  a  17-1  victory 
and  went  on  to  win  12  of  their  final  14 
games. 

Third  baseman  Ed  Rybacki  was  the 
second  leading  hitter  on  the  team  with  a 
.397  average  and  19  runs-batted-in.  He  is 
a  5.10,  160  lb.  junior  and  should  combine 
with  Tropea  to  give  the  Explorers 
another  tremendous  one-two  punch  at  the 
plate  next  season. 

Probably  the  most  pleasant  surprise 
for  Coach  McDonnell  was  the  clutch 
stickwork  done  by  Snyder,  who  included 
quite  a  few  tape  measure  home  runs  in 
his  fancy  collection  of  extra  base  hits. 
Snyder  has  very  deceptive  power  which, 
ordinarily,  would  not  be  expected  to 
erupt  from  such  a  slender  frame.  As  far 
as  McDonnell  is  concerned,  however, 
Snyder  can  go  right  on  deceiving — and 
probably  will  as  his  .346  MAC  batting 
average,  14th  best  in  the  conference, 
indicates. 

Senior  Ed  O'Mara,  one  of  the  Exploi-er 
standouts  for  three  campaigns,  finished 
his  collegiate  career  in  a  blaze  of  glory, 
both  on  the  mound  and  at  the  plate.  The 
former  La  Salle  High  star  won  seven  of 
nine  decisions  and  racked  up  a  neat 
earned-run  average  of  3.00.  When  he  was 
not  pitching  he  saw  action  in  the  outfield.

contributing  a  powerful  .379  average.  He 
hit  .382  in  the  league,  good  for  tenth  best. 
The  other  two  pitching  standouts  were 
Connie  Newman,  with  a  4-1  record  and  a 
2.25  ERA;  and  Joe  Laurinaitus,  who  won 
two  of  three  decisions  and  allowed  only 
3.62  runs  per  game.  Newman,  inciden- 
tally, went  undefeated  in  three  pitching 
decisions  in  the  MAC  to  tie  three  other 
hurlers   for   top   honors   in   that  depart- 
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ment.  He  allowed  only  13  hits  in  27  MAC 
innings. 

Others  who  contributed  mightily  to  La 
Salle's  attack  in  1960  were  McNally  and 
Ward,  who  improved  the  backstopping 
situation  100%;  shortstop  Bob  Egizio,  a 
.311  hitter;  outfielders  Al  Craig,  Ed 
Gaucher,  and  Joe  Heyer,  all  of  whom 
have  ended  their  college  careers;  and  a 
pair  of  hustling  senior  infielders,  Rich 
Prendergast  and  Ed  Barley. 

Two  La   Salle  Alumni  Qualify  for 
Olympic  Track  Team 

Two  La  Salle  alumni  qualified  for  the 
United  States  Olympic  team  at  the  try- 
outs  held  at  Stanford,  Calif.,  on  July  1-2. 
Al  Cantello,  a  1955  grad,  set  a  meet 
record  in  the  javelin  vrith  a  toss  of  277 
ft.  7  in.  Al  is  the  world  record-holder  in 
this  event  (283-3%).  Ira  Davis,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  class  of  1958,  also  set  a  new 
record  of  53  ft.  1%  in.  in  the  Hop,  Step, 
and  Jump,  only  6V4  in.  short  of  the 
Olympic  record. 

TRACK 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  Champions 
— 1960.  This  was  the  goal  achieved  by  La 
Salle's  track  team  last  Spring,  a  goal 
which  the  Frank  Wetzler-coached  Ex- 
plorers had  not  reached  since  1956.  The 
title,  the  sixth  such  honor  accrued  La 
Salle's  cindermen  under  Wetzler,  was 
clinched  in  Gettysburg  on  May  14.  La- 
fayette finished  a  surprise  second  in  the 


Charley  Del  Rossi  finished  second,  and, 
in  addition,  picked  up  a  third  in  the  440.

Curran,  who  at  a  recent  party  in  his 
honor  made  an  informal  announcement  of 
his  plans  to  retire,  in  the  letter  to 
James  J.  Henry,  Athletic  Director,  said, 
"I  am  exceedingly  sorry  that  I  must 
resign  as  coach  of  the  La  Salle  College 
crew,  but  my  present  position  prohibits 
my  continuance  as  coach."
